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The RHEUMATISM. 


S. 1490. THERE is a difeafe allied to the 
| arthritis, gout, and fcurvy, which 
is very common, and is called the Rheumatifin. 


It is not every edition of Boerhaave's A phorifms 
that gives an account of the rheumatifm. For in 
the firft that was publifhed at Leyden, 1709, by 
J. Vander Linden, the laft difeafe is the Venereal, : 
and nothing 1s faid either of the Rickets or Rheuma- 
tifm: bat in the fifth, which is the laft and moft 
improved, and came out in the author's lifetime, in 
the year 1737, we find a defcription of both thefe 
diforders. But we find them alfo mentioned in the 

.third edition, faid in the title-page to be with addi- 
tions. 

.... L cannot take upon me abfolutely to determine whe- 
ther the fecond edition fays any thing of thefe dif- 
eaíes, as, while the author was living, a new impro- 
ved one being publifhed, other prior editions were 
Ícarce ever inquired for, fo that it is very difficult at 
this time to meet with them. | | 

: Yetit is very probable that there was fomething 
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faid of the rickets, though not of the rheumatifm, in | 
the fecond edition. 'The celebrated author has ad- 
mirably obferved *, that in all the Aphorifms de cog- | 
nofcendis et curandis morbis (thus was he pleafed to call | 
‘this treafure of the medical art), he has not made | 
" mention of any medicine, left empirics, on hearing | 


the name of a difeafe and of a remedy, fhould fancy 


themfelves fufficiently fkilled to exercife the art, and | 
fport unpunifhed with the lives of mankind. He pre- | 


Ícribed a few things from the Materia Medica, for the 


-ufe of his pupils, to whom he explained thofe apho- . 


rifms; and thefe few indeed with the utmoft caution, 


that the medicines might be properly applied in the. 


cure of difeafes. But, when Boerhaave’s fame in- 
creafed and fpread abroad, a certain literary man had 


thofe excellent precepts concerning remedies printed | 


at London, for public benefit, without his knowledge 
or confent; but fo ill managed, that in this publica- | 


tion there were a great many and dangerous errors 
jumbled together with the ufeful part. Being now, 
as it were, compelled to it, he reviled, corrected, and 
improved fome parts; which baving done, he pu- 
blifhed his book of the Materia Medica, and his re- 
cipes of remedies which belong to his aphorifms de 
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cognofcendis et curandis morbis, at the univerfity of | 


Leyden, by Ifaac Severin,.in the year1719. But left 


any other editions fhou!d be publifhed that might be 
dangerous, or printed with leis care, on the other fide - 
of the title-page he gives this warning: Auctor nulla 
bujus Libelli agnofcit exempla, nift que fint. edita apud - 


Bibliopolam qui fuum ipfe nomen bic fubfcripfit. 


Dut, in this edition with which our author took fo 


much pains, there is nothing faid of the rbeumatifm 5 | 
but where the remedies for the rickets are reckoned | 
up in.the 259th page, the Finis is fubfcribed. Then | 


follows an accurate index of the difeafes, in which 


that of the rickets is mentioned, but not the rheuma- | 


tifm. 


From whence it feems we may conclude, that, in | 


the fecond edition of the aphorifms, there was nothing

? In Praefatione Materie Medica. 
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jJ faid of the rheumatifm. But in the third edition,. 


which was printed at Leyden in the year 1722, by 
John van der Linden, there is a-defcription both of 
the rickets and rheumatifm ; which, as it feems, was 
now mentioned, becaufe Boerhaave had himfelf that 
year fuffered excruciating tortures from this diforder. : 
This great man was educated under an excellent fa- 
ther, more rich in good qualities than in fortune ; a 
man who fhewed, by example, in the education. of 
nine children, 2 great things a ftrict parfimony and 
frugality might do; from him Boerhaave learnt the 
rudiments of the Greek > and Latin tongues. ‘This 
prudent father, at {tated intervals, enured the body 
of his fon to the exercife of hufbandry; and his-mind,, 
indefatigable in its exertions, he refrefhed for fiudy 
even by labour itfelf *: hence it was that the love of. 
labour continued with Tis throughout his whole life, 
as well as a vigour in fuftaining it, and ftrengthen-. 
ed the nervous texture of his limbs to a degree of Her- 
culean firmnefs. But no one, who was acquainted 
with Boerhaave, is ignorant, that, though he was a: 
man the moft temperate in other refpects, yet, by a 
kind of internperance in labour, he exercifed his io 


dy, which was ftrong, and prompt, with too much: 


rigour and feverity-. 

As long as he had the care of the botanical garden,. 
he was conftantly: there before fun-rife; not only in. 
the fummer, but in the fpring and autumn feafons,. 
that he might prepare every thing ready for his aca-- 
demic lecture, which he read at feven o'clock in the 
morning, I well remember, that, in the year 1721;,. 
he fuffered rheumatic pains in his fcapula and neck, 
which were exceedingly troublefome; as in one of tiie 
hotteft fummers he gave advice to a vaft concourfe of 
people, in a very cold part of the houfe in which he: 
lived, not fo warmly clad as was requifite: but ina 
fhort time after, the diforder gave way; but the fol- 
lowing year it returned with the greateft violence. 

For as + he was very prodigal of his health, confiding

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too much in his robuft conftitution, he was feized 
with a terrible lingering difeafe in the month of Au- 
guit, almoft in the middle of the year 1722: for five 


months, from that? time, he was confined, without |

motion, to his bed, and endured the moft exerucia- 


ting torments. 


During his illnefs, he candidly confefled the caufe | 


of this great pain; that * ** by expofing the pores of 
** his body, relaxed by the heat of the bed, to the cold 


** of the morning air before fun-rife, and to the pene-_ 


_ trating moifture of the dew, he had well-nigh loft 
** his life: which he inculeated as a leffon to his pupils 
“< to beware of the evil he had thus carelefsly brought 
'* upon himlelf.” 

it will perhaps feem ftrange, that Boerhaave, when 
ke was almoft overcome by thofe fhocking and perpe- 
tual tortures, could add to the aphorifms he publith- 
ed that fame year, an account of the Rheumatifm, 
which he wrote in the middle of the month of Auguft. 
Perhaps as he had fuffered this pain the former year, . 
though in a lefs degree, and leís ftubborn, it incited 
him to treat of this difeafe: this was before he was 
attacked by that vielent fit. Thefe things, when con- 
fidered, may not feem abfurd. But all that he writ 
concerning the rheumatifm does not fill two ‘hort 
pages, and concludes the aphorifms. Befides, fuch 
was the firmnefs of mind in this excellent man, that I 
doubt not he writ them during that terrible diforder. 
‘The teftimony of Schultens confirms this opinion. He 
fays f, that the famous Boerhaave, fome years before 
his death, when he familiarly inquired’ more fully 
concerning the intenfity of the diforder, told him, 
that, in his fleeplefs nights and days, he found no-' 
thing more fuccefsful in mitigating thofe cruel tor- 
ments, than ruminating with a kind of patient thought 
(as if imprinting things in his memory) on whatever 
he had formerly read ; and, when the difeafe applied 
the fpur, he opened a literary play for himfelf within, 
asif he meant to take off the keennefs of the attack by 
the power of thought.

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When he was well, and fpoke before his fcholars 


‘concerning the Rheumatifm, about the end of June 


in the following year, he faid, for near three months 
he had endured the moft excruciating tortures, and 
at length was fo relaxed, that no motion, and fcarce 
any fenfation, remained in his lower limbs. He ad-. 
ded, that, as foon as the pain remitted, he began to 
run over in his mind all the authors, both ancient and 
modern, that he had read; for the attention to his 
own pains excited him: but at the fame time he re- 


marked, he had not found any thing of confequence 


in any, excepting Sydenham. From all thefe things, . 
I believe it is fufhciently proved, that Boerhaave writ. 
that account of the rheumatifm publifhed in the Apho- 
ríms at the time of his diforder, although that edi-. 
tion came out in the n 1722. 

But, when the firft edition of the Materia Medica: 
came out in the year 1719, itisno wonder that there: 


is nothing faid of the rheumatifm in it... But neither: 


in the fecond, in the year 1727, printed at Leyden by 


‘the fame Severin, nor in "je third edition, which thc 


fame bookfeller priced, after the death of Boerhaave, 
m the year 1740, is there any. remedy to be found for 
this difeafe; although, in the title-page, this edition 
is faid to be not only more complete and accurate than 
any other, but, in its advertifement, he has dared to 
fay the following: ** That itis a book, in. which the 
** author has added many new, as well imple as com-- 
* pound remedies; and,. when living, approved the 
* publication." ‘Thefe things feem to me to be by no. 
means true.. | | 

It is indeed’ no wonder that the celebrated author, . 
although he increafed his aphorifms by a de{etiption: 
of the Theumatifm, fhould not add a remedy for the 
difeafe. For: in the following edition of the Materia: 
Medica, when we come to confider, we find that in 
$. 1493, where the cure of this difeafe is defcribed, no 


- remedies are praifed but fuch as are often mentioned: 


Antiphlogifiic purges, blifters, diluent medicines, emol-. 
lent, antifcorbutic, and antiphlopifiic fomentations, are. 


yery well known to fuch as have applied with any:

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kind of attention to the fludy of his aphorifms ; and, 
if thefe remedies do not immediately occur to the me- 
mory, an index is fubjoined to the Materia Medica, | 
in which their names are eafily found, together with | 
the page where they are accurately defcribed. 2m 1 
I thought fit to premife thefe things before I enter- | 
ed upon a defcription of the difeafe. | 
The Rheumatifm derives its name from pea, fluo, to 
flow; from whence pues, with medical men, 1s called | 
a fluxion, from whatfoever part it iffues, or on what- | 
foever part it fettles. Catarrhs are likewife called | 
wo rs xalepprey, becaufe fuppofed to flow downwards 
from the head ; and that the joints, weakened by fome 
caule or other, are rendered more liable to have the 
morbid matter determined towards them. Upon ano- | 
ther occafion, in $. 1261, where the Gout is treated 
à ef, I believe I have demonftrated, that the ancients 
were not miftaken in naming the matter of a catarrh, 
tbat begins to defcend from the head towards the lower 
parts, a defluxion. 

When. all the cavities of the joints are anointed with 
this fat flippery matter, if the fame alteration fhould 
happen here, as happens in the mucous membrane 
that inveíts the nofe, the jaws, lungs, óc. whilft the 
defluxion. remains, very troublefome pains may fol- 
low inthe joints from the fame cautes. Thus, in 
the fpring and autumn, catarrhs and runnings fre- 
quently happen, and then alfo difeafes of the joints 
are frequent. If a man comes from a warm. room into 
the cold air, not having well clothed bimfelf, he will 
be fubject to a catarrh; and, from the fame caufe, the 
moit healthy men, after fuffering violent pains, have 
as often loft the motion. of their limbs. 

The rheumatifm, therefore, belongs to thofe dif. 
eafes that the ancients called fluxions, deffuxions ;. dif- 
eafes.thet impelled the matter to a certain part with 
great pain, although. no blemifh could be obferved in 
the part itfelf. ‘Thus an atalgy fometimes. fuddenly 
arifes, although no marks of any diforder appear-either 
m the ear or in the parts adjoining; hence it is ufual- 
iy called a fuxion of ihe ears, Thus feveral times have 
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I known a fevere odontalgy, although nothing could be 
perceived before to ail any tooth: yet the f/uxion ge- 
nerally fettles on a carious or rotten tooth, 1f any hap-: 
pens to be in the head. 

The name of the rheumatifm is feldom to be met 
. with amongft the ancient medical writers; yet they 
feem to have been well acquainted with it, d to bave. 
defcribed it under the name of the arthritis 8$: **'l'he 
* arthritis is a general pain in allthe joints ; but we 
* call the pain of the feet the podagra, of the hips the 
« jfthias, and of the hands chiragra.” But in the 
gout (in the interval between the paroxyfms, when 
the matter of the difeafe accumulates by degrees, be- 
fore it fettles in the feet and forms the difeafe) itoften 
happens that the patient perceives his health altered 
fome time before he perceives the pain in his feet, (fee 
$. 1257.): But the rheumatifm oftener comes on fud- 
denly.  Aretzus feems to have remarked this: ** ‘The 
* pain (fays he) is either fudden, if it rifes on any 
* caufe of fhort duration ; ; or the. difeafe 1s fecretly 
* contracted thro' a long courfe of time, as both the 
** pain and difeafe are icut. lighted up on avery 
€ flight occafion.” ‘Thofe things, which accelerate 
and bring on the unexpected paroxyims, are enume- 
rated in y. MUS and any error committed in the fix 
non-naturals, from whence crudities arife, is fufficient 
to britig them on. 

Hence ^ Petit in his comments and obfervations . 
concludes, that the author ** makes two diftin€tions in 
** the arthritis, according to the different manner of 
* its generation ; becaufe one is. that which arifes 
* fuddenly upon freíh and temporary caufes ; ano- 
* therthat which creeps on fecretly in procefs of time, 
* until it be excited by. the impulfe of fome trifling 
** caufe, and breaks forth openly." 

This is confirmed, becaufe Aretzus fays in the fame 
chapter concerning the arthritis, ** In fome tbe dif- 
* eafe refides in the joints of their feet to the day of 
* their death ; in otbers it wanders through every.

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<¢ part of the body.” For this reafon,, modern phyfi- 
cians call the rheumatifm the arthritis. vaga, or wan- 
dering arthritis: ** It paffeslikewife thro’ the mufcles. 
“© of the back and thorax, and it 1s incredible how 
** wide. this diforder fpreads.. The vertebra of the 
** neck and back are painful, and the pain adheres to 
** the top of the os facrum." This pronenefstochange 
its fituation is by far greater in the rheumatifm than: 
in the arthritis, which feizes the joints. Which Are- 
tzus has alfo remarked 1: ** Rheumatic pains attack the 
** mufcles of the cheeks and temples ; and, laft of all, 
** the noftrils, ears, and lips are affected; for thefe:. 
*€* pains are carried wherefoever there are mufcles or 
*€ nerves in the head: The futures of the head-are 
** painful; and the patient not knowing what it is. 
*¢ that pains him, points out a fpecies of futures, 
“ right, oblique, tranfverfe, potterior and anterior.” 
‘Indeed it is true, that, in the gout, the difeafe may 
even attack different joints and various parts of the 
body, as was proved in the account given of it; but 
this is only obferved where the diforder is of long 
ftanding ; in the rheumatifm, it happens in the very: 
beginning of its progrefs. 

Boerhaave, when fpeaking of the Rheumatifm be- 
fore his audience, faid, that about the middle of Au-. 
guit, whilft he was employed at four o'clock in the 
morning in making obfervations in the botanic gar- 
den, he perceived a kind of nephritic pain. that amazed 
him: It began from the left region of the reins, 
and took its fecond courfe even to the os pubis, with. 
fuch violence, that he imagined a ftone or calculus - 
was defcending from the reins through tbe ureter into 
the bladder: and at the fame time he had a propenfity 
to vomit. He made ufe of plenty of the mildeft de- 
coction, prepared of the farina of linfeed :: a great te- 
nefmus came on, fo that the calculus feemed to be at 
hand, and he hoped it would be voided ; from whence 
he went on more vigoroufly with his remedy, that he 
might render its way lax and flippery: he took at the 
fame time fome drops, Aroph Paracel/i, viz. an extract

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of faffron, prepared by the moft pure alcohol *, of 


which the chief chymifts make fuch great account, 
that they call it the roma Philofophorum, by the firft 


letters of the words, aro, ph; Aroph. A little after, the 


pain entirely ceafed ; but, the following day, it was 


fevere in his loins, and lafted for three months with 


the fame vehemence: afterwards that torture began to 
 ceafe a little, fo that he turned over authors, and faw 
that Sydenham had remarked thefe things which he had 
 fuffered, but that the others had fcarce faid any thing to 


any purpofe or of any confequence. For, in treating of

the rheumatifm, he has the following words: **'l'here 


.** 1s another fpecies ef this difeafe, though it is not

* generally efteemed of this kind, which may proper- 


ly becalled a rheumatic lumbago. It is a violent fix- 
** ed pain of the loins, reaching fometimes to the os 


** facrum, and refembling a nephriticparoxyfm ; only 
*€ the patient does not vomit. For, befides the into- - 
** Jerable pain near the kidneys, the whole conduit 
«© of the ureters, even to the bladder, is fometimes 
** affected with the fame, though in a lefs degree. 
* And I have formerly been led into an error heres 
** by, as imagining it to arife from fome gravel lodged 
** in thofe parts; whereas in reality it proceeds from 
** the peccant and inflamed matter of the rheumatifm, 
* which affects only thofe parts, leaving the reft of 
fs the body free. 1.” 

It is worthy of remark, that we find in Aretzus 
fomething that feems to tell us he was not unac- 
quainted with that fort of pain which Sydenham has 
fo accurately defcribed m. For after he began to de- 
{cribe the parts which the arthritis fometimes attacks, 
according to the ingenious emendation ? of the text, 
by Petit, which was certainly corrupt, he adds, €* It 
** 1s a difeafe of all the parts, and proper to every part.” 
And a little after, ** It is likewife communicated to 
* the reins and bladder, which is indeed a ftrange 
* thing!” From whence it feems to follow, that Are- 

tzeus

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teus knew, that in this difeafe there fometimes hap- 
pened nephritic pains, and that this moft painful te= 
ne/mus of the bladder was fimilar to that caufed by a 
calculus defcending from the kidneys through the u- 
reten. 

Trallian?, in defcribing the gout, more frequently 
makes ufe of the word rheumatifm; and whilít he con- 
ftitutes a different kind of gout, according to the va- 
riety of matter flowing into the n to wit, fangui- 
neous, pituitous, atrabiliary, and bilious, he 2 as fol- 
n: e Moreover, rheumatifms do not fpring from 
* the influx of matter alone on the joints, but are 
caufed by the fimple quality, either as hot or cold; 
alfo drynefs and humidity are often caufes of the

* rheumatifm.” Where he treats of the bilious gout, | 


he advifes the ufe of fome remedy to evacuate the bile; | 
and that the patient be purged not once only, but of-- 


ten, if requifite: ** For thus the joints may be pre- 
« ferved fafe from thofe recrements and fluxions, (4a | 


€ aoo apevuecla)?.”” As he afterwards treats of the fan- 


guineous gout, headvifes the patient (upevuatisos) to be | 


bleeded, and keep to a moderate diet. 


The ancients feem, therefore, to have remarked the. 


rheumatifm ; but defcribed it under the arthri is, of 


diforder of the joints; nay, even in their defcriptions 
of the gout, to have enumerated fuch fymptoms as. 
appear in the difeafe now called the rbeumatifm. But. 
when they divided the difeafes of the joints accord- 


-ing to the four humours, the bile, the phlegm, the 
blood, and black bile, and took a different method in 


the cure of each, we find many diagnoftics of the rheu-. 
matifm in the defcriptions of the gout and bilious ar-.| 
thritis; whilft, indeed, thofe two were fuppofed to) 
{pring from the four ee ; either from too great) 


a quantity, or too acrid a difpofition ; or from the joint 


quantity and acrimony, which produced a worfe dif-| 
order. But the name of the rheumatifm is often met: 
with in Trallian, as appears in various articular dif-. 


eafes.

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Hence what the learned Tralles ? affirms does not 
feem to be abfolutely true, namely, that 4n the an- 
cients we find no mention made of the rheumatifm ; 
but it is certainly true that they gave the name of Ar- 
thritis or Podagra to all thofe pains obferved in the. 
limbs, and in all the external parts of the human body. 
'Thofe things that are mentioned in the fame book, 
concerning the learned French phyficians, who, in the 
former age, at lait introduced the name of the rheu- 
mati/m into the medical practice, are worthy of per- 
ufal. It feems from what is there collected, that the 
moft famous Englifh, French, German, éc. phyfi- 
cians, were at a lofs in determining the diagnoftic 
fymptoms by which the rheumatifm might be diftin- 

uifhed from the arthritis, from whence Tralies quotes 
the following from Chefnau: ** In the firft attack, it 
*« is difficult to diftinguifh whether the difeafe cught 
«€ to be termed the rbeumatifm or arthritis. For the 
«« rheumatifm has the greateft affinity to the arthritis 
«€ (which only attacks the' joints) ; and is not known 
«€ from it, excepting by a length of time, as the pain- 
« fyl fluxions fall oftentimes on the joints, which is 
4€ not the cafe in the rheumatifm : for this, as may 
« happen, is troublefome only once during life; and 
«* is termed general, as that name more properly be- 
* longs to it*. 

The word rbeumatifm is alfo mentioned by Coelius 
Aurelianus*; an author fuppofed to be fomewhat prior 
to Galen, as not having taken notice of Galen; which 
would be a wonder if he had lived after him, when 
had quoted fo many Greeks of inferior note. He 
belonged to the methodic fect, who divided the whole 
fyftem of difeafes into two claffes, calling fome thofe 
of flriclure, aud others of folution. In defining a pe- 
ripneumony, he fays", Eff autem paffio generaliter a- 
cuta, atque flritlura fuffecta, adjuncto levi bumoris flu- 
ore, quem Rbeumatifmum vocant. But, m $.-1405,-I 
fhall treat of the frequency of the rheumatifm, the dif-

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ferent appearance of the difeafe, and the great danger| 
when it fettles on ithe brain or lungs; where there is) 
alfo the greateft difficulty in detecting it. Does it not. 
Ícem very probable, that Coelius Aurelianus bad obfer-. 
ved thefe things ? Butinanother place where he fpeaks- 
of the pain of the joints, which the Greeks called the ar=| 
thritis, he enumerates many things which are met with. 
in what we at this time call the rheumatifm. He fays | 
thus": ‘ Finally, it often happens, that, on the pain | 
** of the firft limb’s going off, it comes on in anothers | 
<¢ and in like manner, when it ceafes there, begins in | 
* another; the bladder fympathifing, together with 
* the greater nerves of the fpine which they call 
** revviac: and the patients are alfo troubled with a_ 
** naufea or vomiting, déc." It is here principally to 
be remarked, that he obferves the bladder to fympa- 
thi in thefe pains. I have feen many more authors, 
who have written upon the rheumatifm; but there | 
feemed to me to be a difficulty ftill remaining in the 
adequate diftin&ion between the rhéumatijm and ar- | 
thritis. Whether therefore might not Boerhaave chufe | 
to fay that the rheumatifm, although very frequent, - 
was a difeafe allied to the arthritis, the gout, and | 
Ícurvy, rather than to give any other definition which 
might diftinguifh it accurately from other difeafes ? 
He himfelf had fuffered a fevere rheumatifm; and un- 
der this name he every year defcribed to his pupils the 
malady he fuffered. Yet in the funeral oration, fpo- 
ken publicly to the memory of this great man by the 
celebrated Schultens, we read the following words: 
* Being racked by the moft exquifite tortures of the | 
** arthritis, he at laft was fo relaxed, that no motion, : 
** and fcarce any fenfation, remained in his lower 
** limbs." - Perhaps one may believe that Schultens, 
the greatefl ornament of the Leyden univerfity, fubfti- 
tuted here the name of the arthritis, not as a phyfician, 
but as a profeffor of the Orientallanguages. But in his 
preface he tells us, that he had a memorial of the life 
and ftudies of the deceafed, of which he availed buts 
felf: and adds, ** I have diftinguifhed thefe famous | 
** (fericopa,

e ‘* reft of the context, by larger letters :” for this 
memorial was written by Boerhaave’s own hand. " 
|. When I confidered thefe things, it appeared to me, _ 
that Coclius Aurelianus ", in treating of the various 
names of articular difeafes, had fome reafon for fay- 
ing the following: ** But we muft not contend about 
“© names (which feem to be only diftinguiflied accord- 
.'* ing to the difference of fituation, yet are underftood 
** to be of one property) in the cure. For there are 
* various antecedent caufes of thefe pains, either 
** drunkennefs, exceflive~cold, indigettion, venery, 
** immoderate labour, or a fudden difufe of cuftomary 
** exercife,; Gc.” 
.—. But the Rheumatifm is not without reafon faid to 
bea difeafe allied to the Ícurvy, if we confider what 
has been faid in the hiftory of the Ícurvy at $. Dr, 
Eugalenus * reckons arthitic pains amongfít the figns 
of the fcurvy; and advifes phyficians ** to diftinguifh 
** it nicely from the arthritis of the ancients, that the 
** cure be not attempted, before the difeafe, and its 
** caufe, is clearly known.” Ds 
. He did not chufe to give ftrong cathartics in the be» 
ginning of the diforder, in thofe pains that accompany 
the fcurvy ; becaufe they were exafperated by them, 
and the diforder rendered worfe. But he takes no- 
tice, that thefe fcorbutic pains are chiefly wandering. 
in the beginning of the difeafe, and país from one 
joint to another either of the fame or of the oppofite 
fides and by this wandering they are chiefly diftin- 
guifhed from the arthritic. 

Sydenham 7, who examined fuch difeafes as fell un» 
der his care with the utmoft attention of mind, re- 
marks, that where the rheumatifm was not cured hap- 
pily, or by a good method, the patients were feverely 
afflicted with wandering pains during their whole life; 
fometimes violent, at others more gentle; whereby 
the unfkilful are deceived, and take them for fymp- 
toms of the fcurvy. Although he doubted not but that.

He admirably remarks, that, un- 


Jefs phyficians in their practice would attend to the '| 


things juft now mentioned, the name of the {curvy 


would increafe immenfely, and would take in almoft 


all difeafes, and chiefly the chronical Hence it is, 


that, in thofe countries where the fcurvy is frequent, 


in the prefcriptions of phyficians we almoft conftantly 
meet with antifcorbutics in the beginning of moft dií- 
orders, which they continue to do till they obferve o- 
ther fymptoms that plainly announce the prefence of 
another difeafe different from the fcurvy. But, as the 
progrefs of chronical diforders is but flow, in the drop- 
fy, it is ufually faid, ** where the fcurvy euds, the 
* dropfy begins ^," but Sydenham has excellently ad- 
ded as follows: ** Yet this maxim is only to be under- 
‘© (tood in this fenfe, that as foon as the dropfy fhews 
« itfelf by manifeft figns, the preconceived opinion of 
*€ the fcurvy falls to the ground." 

Although this excellent author believes that they are 
entirely diftinct diforders, yet he confefles? that there 
is a fpecies of rheumatifm which is near akin to the 
Ícurvy, and refembles it in its capital fymptoms: which 
therefore he calls a fcorbutic rheumati/m, and preícribes 
for it nearly the fame remedies as for the fcurvy. The 
forms of thefe remedies may be there feen®; by the ufe 
of which he afferts that this fpecies of rheumatifm

may be overcome and fubdued very eafily. Thus he 
himfelf healed many, to whom repeated bleedings, ca- 
thartics, cc. were of no fervice. 

He deícribes this fpecies of rheumatifm in the fol-. 
lowing manner: ** 'The pain fometimes affects one, and 
** fometimes another part: but it does rarely occafion 
* a fwelling, as in the other fpecies; neither is it at- 
* tended with a fever. It is alfo a lefs fixed pain, and 
** accompanied with irregular fymptoms : fometimes 
*€ it ailects one limb, and fometimes another; fome- 
* times it only attacks the internal parts, and caufes 
- * fickneís, which goes off again upon the return of 
* the pain of the external parts. In this manner the 
. * patient is alternately afflicted, and the difeafe laíts 
* along time, like thofe diftempers which are efteem- 
..* ed moft chronic." He has alfo obferved, that this. 
-fcorbutic rheumatiím chiefly attacks the female fex, 
and men of weak conftitutions: hence he confefles, 
that he fhould have concluded it ought to be referred 
to the tribe of hyfteric diforders, had not repeated ex- 
perience taught him that it would not yield at all to: 
hyfteric remedies. He likewife remarks, that thofe 
who have gone through a long courfe of the Peruvian: 
bark are /ubjeG to this difeafe ;: which was the only in= 
convenience he ever obferved from the ufe of that me- 
dicine *. If we confider all that has been hitherto ad- 
vanced, the reafon will be evident why this frequent 
difeafe, the rheumatifm, is faid: to be allied to the ar- - 
thritis, the gout, and the /curvy. 


§. 1491. HE procatarctic caufes of this dif- 
. cale, are, A fanguine conttitution, 
attended with an. acrimony of the juices, man- 
hood, high living, a fudden admiffion of cold to 
tbe body when over-heated, the influence of the 
weather in autumn, obítru&ted perfpiration, an 
inflammatory difpofition, but manifefting itfelf 
flower than ina pleurify. It begins with a continual 
C 2 fever,

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fever, creates a moít excruciating pain, which is | 
greatly increafed upon the leaft motion, is long | 
hxed in one place, attacks the joints of any of the | 
limbs, but particularly the knees, loins, and cox- | 
endix. Sometimes it feizes the brain, lungs, | 
and vifcera ; 1s attended with a tumour and red- 
*xefs of the part; and comes and goes periodically, | 


We come now to confider thofe things which are | 
obferved frequently to precede the rheumatifm, aud 
for that reafon ufed to be reckoned amongft the pre- 
difpofing caufes of the difeafe. 

A fanguine conftitution.] ‘The ancients, as has been 
already faid in the preceding paragraph, diftinguifhed | 
the rheumatifm, and other articular difeafes, by four | 
humours; the blood, the bile, the black bile, and the | 
phlegm 5 and took various methods towards a cure, as 
this orthat humour predominated. Hence they fome- | 
times determined the gout to be fanguineous; but in | 
the rheumatifm, which is often an inflammatory dif- 
eafe, they have afcribed its caufe to the too great a- | 
bandance of blood; and, as I fhall by and by obferve | 
in the treatment of it, the cure has been attempted by 
phyficians by bleeding, and that repeatedly. This | 
feems to be the reafon why a fanguine conftitution is i= | 
magined to difpofe to the rheumatifm. but however, | 
if men who are otherwife healthy have an over abun- 
dance of good blood, the rheumatifm will fearcely‘a- 
rife from this caufe alone, unlefs fome other be added. 
‘This diforder is chiefly to be feared when the /anguine 
confiitution is accompanied with an acrimony of the 
juices. | 

Even the beft humours of the human body, in the: 
functions of health, inevitably acquire an acrimony ; 
and unlefs thofe acrid parts be voided by the natural | 
channels from the body, before they can be prejudi- | 
cial, a diforder will fhortly follow. The falts and oil | 
of the blood, when they become acrid, pafs off by u- | 
rines and fuch parts as would do mifchief, if left in. | 
the body, are thrown forth in infenfible perfpiration, 

OF 
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or fweat, by the cutaneous pores; whilft the lymph 
(that abounds in the blood, in which thefe acrid falts: 
and oils are diffolved) is voided both ways, and facili- 
tates their expulfion; the faeces, the refufe of the di-- 
geftion, are carried off by ftool, together with what re- 
mains of the healthy humours, which perpetually fall 
on the oefophagus, the ftomach, and inteftines, the fer- 
viceable part being firft abforbed through the veins. 
Therefore, if the feparation of this acrid part from. 
the healthy humours, and the free evacuation of them 
when feparated, be hindered by any means, an acrid 
diforder will arife in the blood, which may. give rife to 


numerous difeafes. 


For obfervation has taught us, that even an obfti- 
nate rheumatifm may be produced by fuch: caufes as. 
thefe I have mentioned. 

A celebrated Italian phyfician affirms, that he has. 
feen, in long rheumatifms, a faline efflorefcency arife 


an the fkin: Ho veduto nei lunghi rbeumatifini, 0 vog- 


hamo dire, doglie articolari, fiorire fulla cute un minuto. 
principio biancafiro tale, quale e un fiere falino.che pene- 
fra ivafi, nel quali fi chiude il fale*. If there had been 
a free perfpiration, that faline part would never have 
concreted upon the fkin, but would eafily have been 
diffolved and carried off. Sydenham, who took care 
in all fevers, which partook of a more intenfe inflam- 
mation, that his patients fhould not always be kept in 
bed; yet confefles, ** that if they are kept up too long 
** at once, efpecially in the declenfion. of the difeafe, 
** they are apt to have wandering pains, which may 
** end in a rheumatifm, cc. In thefe cafes, lying in: 
** bed is neceffary; that, the pores being opened, 
** fuch particles may be carried off, as occafion either 
** of thefe difeafes: but the patient is to be kept in 
** bed only a day: or two, without exciting fweat bj" 
(viz. that thofe acrid particles, which are voided from: 
the body by the perípiration of the fkin, may freely 
pafs off.) ‘Che fame thing is true in regard: to. the 
acrid falt, that it is evacuated by urine. It has been.

voided pale and thin, fometimes with a ftrangurys. | 
.. * but when the pain decreafed, it was firít of a fand-

** depofited a kind of white fcurfy fediment 4” Alb 
thefe things feem to prove, that there ts an acrid vice 
in the rheumatifm, which is fometimes falutarily ex- 
pelled by copious urine, or fpontaneous fweats ; or | 
the patient finds fome relief through a metafflafrs or: 
tranflation of the morbid humour to fome other part. | 
Hoffman affertsthat he has very ofren remarked, ** that, | 
** upon ulcers breaking out fpontaneoufly in the feet, 
** the pains of the limbs have prefently ceafed; which | 
* were bh e de renewed, when the ulcers. were. 
‘© healed by art. I have likewife known violent pains | 
* of the limbs ceafe, on the eruption of a pfora or itch. 
..5* that was like a white leprofy *.? 4 
In treating of Chronical Difeafes, §. 1051, n° 3. it. 
was obferved, that the blood might acquire an acti-_ 
mony from the frequent and copious ufe of an acrid | 
diet ; and' that this moft painful as well as lafting dif-_ 
eafe the rheumatifm might be produced by. an 1mmo-.- 
derate ufe of warm fpices with our meats, as peppers | 
garlic, onions, muftard, horfe-radijb-7 root, and the like. | 
The learned Baynard f was of opinion, that rheu-.. 
matic pains.were not to be afcribed to.a faline or acid’ 
acrimony of the blood, but rather to.its vifcid thick- | 
nefs diftending the veflels, through. which it with dif. 
ficulty flowed. But though it is true that there isa | 
morbid vifcidity in the blood of rheumatic people, yet: 
it does not from thence follow that there is not alfo an 
acrimony, which, being involved in tough vifcid hu- 
mours, adheres obftinately to the parts affe&bed; and’ 
is with ue difficulty attenuated and wafhed away.

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This excellent author himfelf afferts, that there is 
great plenty of acrid alkaline falt in the humours of 
rheumatic perfons, which is not carried off as it ought 
by urine, which he fays contains by far lefs falt in 
thofe afllicted with that diforder, than in healthy peco- 
ple. To this phyfician we owe the experiment, by 
"which it is demonftrated, that the urine of rheumatic 
perfons has only the thirtieth part of the falt that is 
in the urine of thofe in health. Many eminent phyfi- 
cians agree, that there 1s a vifcid lentor in the parts 
affected with the rheumatic pains, and affirm that 
they have feen it in the bodies of thofe who died of 
this difeafe. Ballonius found in the body of a man, 
"who had often fuffered pains about the fcapule and 
fhoulders, ** £hat-all the nerves and ligaments of the 
« mufcles of the fhoulders. were covered with a fat 
* ferum ; and that the fame thing had been obferved 
€ in others who had fuffered the like pains, and had 
* found no relief from art&." A celebrated Englifh 
author, Clopton Havers ^, made many experiments. 
i the mucilage which he had collected from the joints 
of large animals, and believed that it.might be infpif- 
fated by a mixture of acrid fubftances, but chiefly a- 
cids. He remarks, that, on cupping-glaffes being ap- 
plied to the parts affected, they excited bladders,. 
which were filled with a thick kind of jelly that made 
the fkin {tiff. But he chiefly relies on the teftimony of 
Drelincourt, the celebrated profeflor of medicine at. 
Leyden, who affirmed, that, in the body of a man who 
died of the rheumatifm, he found a glutinous fub- 
{tance concreted over the mufcles, equal to two or. 
thrce nobles in thicknefs. But afterwards Havers 
himfelf faw two cafes that confirmed the obfervatiom 
of Drelincourt. 

Many curious experiments were tried upon a fimilar. 
fubítance that: was extracted, after various trials, from: 
alarge tumour of the thigh, and adhered under the 
periofteum i, which fufficiently prove that there is an

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acid acrimony in this. jelly or glue, But we cannot 


abfoluteiy conclude from hence, that the acrimony of | 
the rheumatifm is always acid: for various trials have | 
been made on a mucilage taken from the jointsof large | 
animals and of men, which feem to prove that there is | 
not only an acid, but an alkaline acrimony * ; although | 
it is confeffed that the figns of the acid are moft come | 


monly to be found. 


What we have already faid fufficiently proves, that | 


a fanguine conflitution infefied with fome acrid vice fre- 


quently precedes the rheumatifm 5 and that the acri- | 
mony.1s not always the fame, but poffibly may be va- | 


rious. From what has been already faid, therefore, 
itis evident, that it may with. reafon be attributed to 
a fcorbutic acrimony, as the rheumatifm is faid to be 
a difeafe allied to the fcurvy. 


The learned Raulin ! believed that the acrimony of | 


the venereal difeafe fometimes was concerned in this 
diforder, efpecially in thofe who were any ways in- 
fected with it from their birth, and had contracted it 


from their parents; for he fuppofes, that, according 


as the venereal difeafe is of long or fhort ftanding, fo 
the pains with which thofe wretches are tortured are 
more or lefs equivocal, or take a near or diftant re- 
femblance to the rheumatifm. He candidly confefies, 
that he was onee deceived, where this family-fecret 


was difcovered too late. But, in another fimilar caíe,: 


he found mercury the only ferviceable thing, having 
tried ineffeCtually all thofe medicines that are ufually 
adminiftered in the rheumatifm. " 
Manhood.] In treating of the pain of the joints 
and hips, Aretzus fays™, that men are more fu5ject 
to this diforder than women. 'T'hofe are more expofed 
to hard labour, the inclemencies of weather, fatigue, 
journeys, irregular diet; fo that it is no wonder that 
they areoftenerfeized with thefe diforders ; ** ^ unlefs 
'** women (as Seneca, inveighing againft luxury, fays 
** of thofe of his time,) by means of their vices have

* loft the benefit of their fex, and, having thrown off 
* the woman,are plagued with the difeafesof the men." 
He makes alfo this remark, ** That women are lets 
«© liable to this diforder than men ; yet when afiiicted, 
* they have it to a much greater degree. For when 
* a diforder falls where it is neither ufual nor com- 
** mon, as the caufe that generates it muft be more 
“ powerful, the-eonfequence will be more fevere °.” 
I knew a thiá hyfteri¢ woman, who, by expofing her- 
felf, when warm with exercife, to the cold evening 
air in autumn, was feized with a violent pain about 
the os coccygis ; which prefently after abated, and then 
fpread over the whole body ; then again returned with 
greater violence to the fame part, fo that fhe could 
not even lie in bed. She had a flight fever at the 
fame time. In about three weeks fhe was cured 5 
but, every autumn after that time, fhe felt fome re- 
mains of the fame diforder. ; 

A young girl of fafhion, after having heated herfelf 
with exercife, fat in an open boat, and expofed her- 
felf to the dew and cold of the evening. ‘The next 
day, fhe felt a great pain in her neck, which foon af- 
ter fpread over her whole body: fometimes (wander- 
ing after a ftrange manner) it {eized her feet; then her 
elbows, and fingers of her hands; and fometimes the 
lobe of her ear, which {welled and looked inflamed. 
Aretzus, in defcribing the wandering nature of thefe 
pains, fays, ** That at laft the noftrils, ears, and lips, 
€ are aflected P." 

High lifing.] Becaufe by this means the fanguine 
temperament is increafed. For poignant fauces are of- 
ten fwallowed at coftly entertainments, to force an 
appetite, when the ftomach does not require any more 
meat; from whence fprings an acrid diforder of the - 
blood. 

A fudden admiffion of cold.] ‘There is no caufe of 
the rheumatifm more frequent, nor more powerful, 
than this; which is alfo confirmed by the teltimony 
of Sydenham. In his treatife on the rheumatifm he 
fays, ** that it moft commonly comes by taking sre

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** after the body has been heated by exercife or any’ 
* other way 4.” Heat, whether it be caufed by that: 
of the external air, or by violent exercife of the body,, 
always renders the external humours more thin, as} 
well as thickens the refiduary internal ones ; diffipates;

the grofs humours, and at length unites them into in-. 
diffolvable maffes: from whence arifes an immeability: 
of the humours, as well as an elongation and weak.) 
neis of the folids. Hippocrates * tells us, that a gout! 
of the hip may be produced by heat, « if any one 
** travels for a long time together in the fun, and the: 
* hips have been heated, and the humour in the Joints. 
** dried up: And that it may be dried up, and harden- | 
** ed, is very certain ; for the patient cannot turn or. 
** move his joints, from the pain he feels in them; 
* and, for the fame reafon, his ftiff fingers cannot be 
* moved." [tis worthy of remark, that Cornarius | 
preferred that reading which has zu exovduaue, inftead | 
Of rvs daxtuave, as in the ifchias the diforder is fuppofed | 
to attack the vertebre, rather than the fingers. 

By the heat of the body, the fat which before res | 
mained undifturbed in the tunica cellulofa, the omens 
tum, and mefentery, óc. is now melted, fuddenly | 
mingled with the blood, and increafes the quantity of | 
the circulating humours. We fee, in men that have | 
heated themfelves, the veflels turgid, the face red, | 
and alfo the limbs, nay, the whole body; fo that the | 
blood has penetrated into the leffer vefiels, through the | 
extremities of which it can hardly flow into*the veins, | 
becaufe of the increafed velocity of the circulation ; | 
from whence there may be danger of an obftruction, | 
as wellas of an inflammation. 

Therefore, if the heated body take cold, the folid | 
fibres are rendered denfe ; the cavity of the veffels is 
fuddenly leffened; the more grofs parts, which have 
entered into the veflels that were dilated, remain there 
immoveable; fo that all the diforders, produced by the 
heat, are much increafed, and may produce very ftub-. 

| born 
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born difeafes. Thofe things, of which we have al- 
ready fpoken, in the hiftory of the Pleurify, $. 881, 
n° 2. may be here referred to. 

Simpfon,t he famous profeffor of medicine and ana- 
tomy, in treating of thefe matters, fuppofes, that the 
veflels which are diftiibuted through the external fu- 
perficies of the body are contracted by the fudden ad- 
mifion of cold, and that the free paflage of the hus 
mours through them is impeded: But thofe veffels 
which lie deéper are not fo foon affected with the 
cold, fo that they muft bear the whole force and im- 
petus of the blood, which cannot pafs freely through 
the contracted external ones. ‘Hence he explains ma- 
ny effects of the rheumatifm thus: ** Let us fuppofe 
* a pretty broad part of «he external body to be affeQ- 
* ed by the cold at the fame time, and by this means 
** the defiuxion to be diffufed widely over a number 
** of mufcles as well as joints : Now, this being fup- 
«€ pofed, we may eafily conceive that a pain and prick- 
«> ing may follow on the action and motion of the 
** muícles ; that, by varying the pofture of the body, 
** thofe pricking pains may move from place to place, 
€. with the fame quickneis, on the mufcles, whofe 
*€ office it is to move, turn, or bend the body any 
*€ way; and that this fort of rheumatifm may be more 
* troublefome than any other, as the pain follows 
* any motion whatever. dn fhort, if it remains long 
« in the joints, and fpreads to the ambient parts, it 
* will at length affc&t their tone and vigour, by too 
* great a.diftenfion : and, as their action on the ex- 
* travafated humours is alfo difturbed, thefe humours 
* will not be fo fluid, nor fo eafily abforbed by the 
«© veins; but will coagulate and harden, and at lait 
* entirely deprive the joints of motion.” 

Thofe things are worthy of perufal, which the fa- 
mous author has mentioned, in treating of the origin 
of the ;rheumatifm, which he afcribes principally to 
this caufe, viz. that the veflels which lie deeper bear 
the whole force and preffure of the blood, that is um- 
peded in its courfe in thofe veffels that wander thro’ 
the fuperficies of the body, which, as I have pu 

ved,

ved, are contracted by the cold; fo that it preffes: 
{trongly upon thofe vetfels which he deep, and increa-- 
fes their natural fecretions : whence he accounts for: 
the rednefs that is often obferved to affect the rheu-- 
matic part. 

In like manner he explains the reafon ** why the: 
** air pafling through a narrow crevice affects the bo-. 
* dy with the fenfation of cold, efpecially that part: 
** which is expofed near it*." From hence he con» 
cludes that a catarrb, a cough,.a rbeumatifm, &c. are: 
diforders of the folid, and not of the fluid parts off 
tbe body. In the mean time, it appears alfo, that: 
old fuddenly admitted acts upon the humours cone. 
tained in the veffels, and takes off from their fluidity.. 
Drops of blood that fall from the noftrils of healthy: 
men into cold water, inimediately lofe their fluidity.. 
ZEgineta " fays, ** that any humour which is not na-- 
* tural, or a weaknefs of the particles, may bring on! 
** a difeafe of the joints." | 

Young men, children, and infirm people, are very, 
fubje& to thefe difeafes 5. becaufe in them the veflels; 
more eafily yield to the impulfe of the fluids. From) 
hence it is even fuppofed, that, as the part is longer: 
or more frequently affected with the rheumatifm, the: 
difeafe will the fooner return; becaufe the veffels: 
which have been often or a long time difordered are 
weakened, and afterwards yield very eafily to any caufe: 
or power. ‘The hyiteric woman, mentioned a little 
. before, felt every autumn fome threats of the return-. 

ing difeafe. a | 

Therefore, as the joints, and the tendinous expan- 
fions that cover the mufcles, do not lie very far from 
the fkin, upon which fudden cold immediately acts, a. 
reafon may be given why the rheumatifm often falls 
on thofe parts. 

May not a violent cold fo fuddenly contract the vef- 
fels of the foft parts which cover the bones, as to. 
caufe the rheumatifm in the internal cavities, that are 
not fo foon affected by it? Storck Y imagines, that fuch

cafes as thefe have fallen under his obfervation, from 
the air's being frequently moift, cloudy, cold, in the 
autumn, winter, or fpring. Some patients, notwith- 
ftanding they had all the fymptoms of the rheuma- 
tifm, could however bear a good blow without much 
pain. They had the fever only to a flight degree, but 
the breaít was always troubled with a drynefs and fre- 
quent cough, their ftrength foon began to fail, and 
their bodies wafted away. 

Penetrating remedies, warm fudorifics and diure- 
tics, were here very prejudicial; but emollient medi- 
cines were of fervice, which, being taken warm and 
copioully for many days, had this effe&ty that tu- 
mours began to appear about the joints, the inquie- 
tude and wakefulnefs ceafed, and the patients flept 
calmly. 

_ The influence of the weather in autumn.] For, in 
this feafon of «he year, the mornings and evenings 
are often cold, and hurt thofe who incautioufly go too 
thin clothed. Galen " advifes to avoid the morning 
cold, and to beware of pulling off any of our clothes 
upon account of the mid-day heat in autumn; which 
Celfus has confirmed: Zn autumn we ought not to walk 
about without fufficient cloatbs, nor without fboes, efpe- 
cially in the colder days; mer fleep at night in the open 
air, or at leaft not without being well covered *. In 
Hungary, where not only in autumn, but even in 
fummer, the mornings and evenings are often cold, 
although the heat of noon is very troublefome; the in- 
habitants almoft always wear a fur cloak, which, du- 
ring the hours of heat, hangs from the neck without 
being troublefome, and floats freely behind, leaving 
the hands and arms free and uncovered. In the morn. 
ing or evening, when the cold comes on, they, with- 
out much pains, fix on fleeves to defend their arms 
and hands, whilft the cloak is brought forward, and 
eafily fortifies the breaft and belly from all inclemen- 
Cy. ‘Uhus clothed, thefe warlike people endure the

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intemperature of the autumn air in their camps. | 

Hippocrates *, enumerating the difeafes of the au- 
tumn, reckons amongft them the i/chias, a name gi- 
ven to the rheumatifm when it feizes the hip. Ga- 
len ?, in his commentary. on this aphorifm, affirms, 
that the ifchias arifes in the autumn feafon, principal- 
ly from the malignity of the humours, or taking cold. : 
Sydenham * has likewife obferved, ** that the rheu- 
** matifm attacks perfons chiefly in the autumn, tho’ 
« it may alfo at any other time." 

Obftructed perfpiration.] That the whole human 
body perfpired, Hippocrates and Galen very well 
knew: which was afterwards confirmed by the obfer- 
vations of Sanétorius, Keil, De Gorter, and Kau;_ 
who, by their experiments and afhduous attention, | 
added no trifling acquifition to the medical art. 

It has been already evidently demonftrated, that'a. 
thin but copious vapour is perfpired, by the cutaneous 
arteries, and the ducts of the cutaneous glands, from. 
the lungs, nofe, and mouth. This vapour of perfpira-. 
tion muft be of the moft fubtile kind. For the cele- 
brated Simpfon >, upon repeated experiments, found, 
that a fhirt which had been worn a whole night was 
not heavier in the morning than it was before, altho’ 
the body had perfpired a whole pound in that time ; 
nay, a ihirt worn for three days and nights, is not in- 
creafed in its weight. 

As it has been obferved, that this fecretion of per- 
. fpiration is more changed by the emotions of the mind 
than of the body; and that the vapour is fo fubtile, as 
not even to augment the weight of a fhirt ; fome have 
fuppofed, that part of the fubtile matter which 1s dif-. 
fufed through the nerves may poflibly be voided this. 
way from the body. But it is very probable, that the: 
thin lymph which moiftens, nourifhes, and waíhes, 
the coverings or membranes of the nerves, and hinders: 
the nervous fibres collected in the greater nervous. 
trunk from adhering together, may be voided by this. 
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means of perfpiration; as thefe coats are not to be 
found on the nerves, as they approach the fkin to 
form the organ of touch. 

Thofe humours which would be very prejudicial, 


and might bring on difeafes, if kept in the body, are - 


alfo voided by means of perfpiration: there is alfo a 
perfpirable part that is fafely evacuated in theurine ; 
{fo that, on the perfpiration's being leffened, it is ob- 
ferved that the quantity of urine is increafed, et e con- 
tra. 'Thofe particles which cannot be expelled by any 
other means from the body, are thrown forth by the 
pores of the fkin; fo that, if the perfpiration be itop- 
ped, they may prove very hurtful. 

It may be here queried, Whether in dangerous acute 
difeafes, when the whole fkin is dry, there is any per- 
fpiration or not? Whether that perfpirable matter, 
that is hindered from being difcharged by the exha- 
ling veffels, and repelled inwardly, does not caufe pale 
and colourlefs urine, a thing that fkilful phyficians al- 
ways dread in fuch diforders? Whether, when there 
is a tendency to putrefaction, there be not fome vo- 
latile parts, of an alkaline hurtful kind, retained in 
the body, and whether they may not be expelled by 


means of perfpiration ? hence it is, that phyficians 


are glad when this dry fkin of their patients begins to 
moiften. It is indeed probable, that the more fubtle 
part of thechyle, which circulates with the blood, but 1s 
not fufficiently concocted and affimilated to the nature 
of the other humours of the human body, is expelled 
by invifible perfpiration. Authors, who have written 
concerning peripiration, agree, that about three hours 
after dinner the body perfpires lefs than it did before, 
as the chyle is preparing from the food taken in; but 
afterwards, perfpiration is again augmented, as the 
chyle is conco€ted and flows through the veflels with 
the blood. It may poflibly be, that certain parts of 
the nourifhment that are changed into chyle, of which 
chyle the blood is prepared, are averfe to an entire re- 
duction, and are perípired through the pores of the 
fkin. I think I have obferved a fmell of garlick to 
proceed from the tops of the fingers of fuch perfons 
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as eat of it plentifully every day in their meals. If 
the fubtle parts of acrid food, upon the per{piration be- 
ing impeded, be retained, the blood may be tainted with 
fome fharp vice, and be difpofed to produce the rheu- 
matifm; as has been already faid under this aphorifm. 
In §. 586. treating of the Caufes of Fevers, I brought 
the following quotation from Hippocrates: ** Thofe 
.** whofe perfpiration is’ free, are of a weak, but 
* healthy frame of body, and more eafily recover from 
* diforders. Thofe in whom perfpiration is other- 
«€ wife, are, when free from ficknefs, more robutt ; 
** but when attacked by any diforder, are not eafily 
** cured ." ‘This is applicable generally or partialiy. 
.As long as the bufinefs of perfpiration is carried on as 
it ought, in men of a weak conítitution, they find 
themfelves very well; but even when it is hindered, it 
is eafily brought on again, and they foon recover their 
health. 'lhofe who perfpire lefs, are, ceteris fari-. 
bus, commonly more robuft, nor are injured by fuch 
flight caufes as the others are: But when a violent 
difeafe has triumphed over their natural ftrength, they 
are more dangeroufly ill, and more difficult of reco- 
very: for this reafon the age of manhood feems to be 
enumerated amongít the preceding caufes; becaufe 
men, ceteris paribus, are ftronger than women. 

An inflammatory difpofition, %Gc.] Blood taken 
from rheumatic patients is covered with a white, 
tough, hard, thick coat, almoft like hog's fkin. This 
is called pleuritic blood, becaufe fuch a coat is almoft 
always to be found in that diforder: hence it is infer- 
red, that there is an inflammatory difpofition in this 
difeafe, but that it fhews itfelf Bower than. in a pleu- 
ríy. But fee what has been faid of this kind of blood 
at. 6. 384. | 

Dr Storck 4 always found the blood of rheumatic 
patients covered with fuch a coat; that the ferum did 
not feparate in four or five hours, and what did fepa«

rate was but trifling and thick; and he fometimes ob. b, 


ferved, that, upon raifing it with a rod, it had formed 
itíelf. 
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itfelf into threads. From whence he queries, ** Whe- 
ther the chief feat of the diforder is not in the ferum 
of the blood?” For, on the firft or fecond day, the 
parts affected were inflated with a white fwelling, and _ 
fo diftended that they could hardly move any limb 
without the greateft pain; nay, could not bear the 
leaft touch without crying out. Many patients were 
feized with an univerfal rheumatic fwelling: for on 
the third or fourth day, the fkin of the whole body 
began to be diftended with a white tumour, which 
was very painful, and even the face was diftorted by 
thefwelling. All thefe fymptoms feem to fhew, that 
the chief feat of the rheumatifm may be fometimes in 
the ferum, or perhaps in the lymph of the blood. I 
have myfelf frequently feen the joints affected with a 
{welling of a reddiíh colour. 

If this univerfal tumefcence of the limbs fhould fud- 
denly fubfide, the matter now flowing to one place, 
will form large Ivmphatic tumours, which generally 
feize the hips, knees, or groin. "lhefe tumours do 
not yield to the external application of difcutients, 
nor fudorifics, or diuretics, but to the knife, ** when 
* a3 yellow vifcid ferum was always difcharged, that 
** could be infpiffated by a gentle heat *.” One pati- 
ent had fuch a tumour between the fcapule, as big as 
one's head, and, when it was opened, difcharged nine 
pounds of yellow vifcid ferum. 

From hence it feems, that in the Rheumatifm there. 
is a vifcid lentor and concretion of the humours, which 
may perhaps exift before it, as its origin is fometimes 
very fudden, as will by and by appear. For it is well 
known, that there may be very fudden concretions of 
the humours of the body. In acute difeafes, a few 
drops of blood will fometimes fall from the nofe, which 
at firít will be fluid, and in a minute afterwards con- 
crete and harden. ‘This fame blood, a little before, 
was able to pafs through the lungs into the right ven- 
$ricle of the heart; and now, as oon as it 1s out.of 
the veflels, acquiresfolidity. So that fkilful phyficians 
ufually efteem it a bad omen, if the blood, removed 
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from the action of the veffels which hinders the con- 
cretion of the liquids, be fubje&t to acquire a fudden 
folidity. BELT | 

Wherefore, though the inflammatory difpofition in 
the blood may be flower in fhewing itfelf, yet what- 
ever impedes the circulation may give rife to the rheu- 
matifm. "The celebrated Hoffman tells us, ** That 
.** from a rather tight ligature fuffered to remain 
** twenty-four hours on the foot after venefection, 
on account of the orifice being pretty large, a pain 
** has feized the joints of the feet, and particularly 

of the great toe, in the fame manner-as the gout, 
** which continued troublefome for feveral days f.” 
It was indeed this celebrated phyfician's own cafe, 
who ordered the vein in his leg to be opened; and 
becaufe it lay deep, made ufe of a very tightligature: | 
but the next morning, he was feized with a violent — 
pain, not only in his leg, but even in the joints of his 
feet. 

It begins with a continual fever, &c.] It now re- 
mains that we confider the manner in which the rheu- 
matifm begins its attacks, and the {ymptoms that at- 
tended its progrefs. Sydenham has given the follow- 
ing defcription of this difeafe: ** It begins with a 
** chilnefs and fhivering, which are foon fucceeded by 
** heat, reftleffnefs, thirft, and the other concomi- 
** tants of a fever. Ina day or two, and fometimes 
fconer, there arifes an acute pain in fome or other 
** of the limbs, efpecially in the wrifts, fhoulders, and 
** knees, which, fhifting between whiles, affects thefe 
parts alternately, leaving a rednefs and fwelling in 
** the parts laft affected. In the beginning of the ill- 
nels, the fever and the abovementioned fymptoms 
** do fometimes come together ; but the fever goes off 
** gradually, whilft the pain continues, and fome- 
** times increaíes, occafioned by the derivation of the 
** febrile matter to the limbs; which the frequent re- - 
** turn of the fever, from the repulfion of the morbi- 
** fic matter by external remedies, fufhiciently fhews 5." 
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Sometimes, a few hours after the beginning of the 
fever, a wandering pain is perceived, fixing itfelf, 
that fame, or perhaps the following day, in this or 
that place, which fometimes fwells, and fometimes 
not; but touching the part always augments the 
pain, as Storck ^ has obferved. Sometimes rheumatic 
pains are fuddenly excited. An healthy g girl, of a 
fanguine conftitution, complained in the aia tien, of 
a pain about the osilium. ‘The day following, ftoop- 
ing fuddenly to take fomething from the ground, the 
pain inftantly increafed to a violent degree, and fpread 


itfelf over the whole right fide, leg, and arm; nav, -.

over the right fide of the head; which was increafed 
upon the leaff motion. She was bled, and the menfes 
immediately flowed. On the fourth day, a white, 
thick, and copious fediment appeared in the urine; 
‘on the fixth it was natural; on the feventh the pain 
left her. : 

The feverer the fever is at the beginning, the more 
violent the pain. Although the pain feizes this or 
that joint, yet, when the fever abates, or entirely 
ceafes, it never fixes in one place. Ihave known the 
pain remove from the right hand to the left knee, and 
from thence return to its former place; nay, fome- 
times to feize the whole body. Ocher phyficians have 
obferved the fame. Storck i faw the rheumatic mate 
ter which had feized the Joints of the hands and feet, 
difperfed through the whole body, and exciting moft 
exquifite pains, an univerial rigor, and fometimes e- 
ven a tetanus.'. The lower jaw alone remained un- 
affected, the eyes were diftended and bloodíhot, the 
pain neo tears, which were fo very fharp, as to 
corrode the cheeks as they trickled down. Afterwards 
the breaít was affected, attended with a difhcult re- 
ipiration, that threatened a fuffocation. Sinapifms 
were applied to the joints of the hands and feet ; in 
half an hour, a violent pain feized the knees and writts,. 
and the danger of fuffocation was immediately leffen- 
ed. The be elly then was feized with a fudden violent 
pain; which was prefently eafed, by voiding fome 
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hard, round excrements, upon the inje&ion of a cly- 
fier. Moreover, the pain fometimes feized the groin, 
and afterwards the teftes, followed by convulfions and 
faintings, with a perfect afphyxia, for feven minutes; 
when the pulfe returned, and a pleafant fleep follow- 
ed, with a foft {welling in the knees and wrifts, at- 
. tended but with little pain. Such patients have re- 
covered their health in a fhort time, by a plentiful 
difcharge of urine, promoted by an infufion of elder 
flowers in whey. ; 
| lhave known many cafes which fhew that the mor- 
bid matter of the rheumatifm is endued with a certain 
wonderful difpofition to change its place or fituation 
fuddenly; and that it affects the joints of the limbs, 
although it is more liable to fall on the loins, hips, and 
knees. But it feizes not only the joints, but alfo the 
tendinous expanfions, called the aponeurotic, with - 
which the mufcles of the back, neck, and limbs are 
covered, as the famous Cocchi has excellently ob- 
ferved k. | 
Sometimes it feizes the brain, lungs, &c.] This 
appears fufhciently evident, from what has been al. 
ready faid : but it fometimes happens, that the rheu- ^ 
matic matter is of fuch a wandering kind, that at one 
time it feizes the external, and at another the inter- 
nai parts '; fo that thofe affli€ted in this manner are 
in greater danger. Sometimes, when the pain in the 
limbs ceafes, there arifes an anxiety of the breaft, a 
palpitation of the heart, and intermitting pulfe which. 
jymptoms, upon the pain's returning to the limbs, 
vauifh, and the fluttering pulfe is again regular and 
free. Dr Storck in another place ™ defcribes many fi- 
milar difeafes, which he obferved in the month of 
December, in 1759: a horror over the whole body 
was the beginning of the diforder, then a languor; 
after that a rheumatic pain, partly wandering, partly 
fixed, which feized all the limbs, and then ceafed one 
or two hours after: then the breaft was opprefied, and 
the patients began to cough. The head was likewife

jpained in various manners. Sometimes, after an 


ihour or two, the rheumatic pain began afreth to dif- 
ifufe itfelf over all the limbs; the pain of the head 


lbreaft and cough vanifhed. Thefe changes often bap- 
pened in the fame patient. | 

This rheumatic matter, which is fometimes fo vague 
'and wandering, unlefs it be expelled or diffpated from 


ifpeak by and by), flows to fome one place, and forms 
igreat lymphatic tumours; which, as I have already faid, 
appear on the external fuperficies of the body; and, 
iupon being lanced, void a yellow vifcid ferum, that 
imay be infpiffated by means of a gentle heat. Theres 
ifore, as it appears that this fame matter may remove 
ifrom the limbs to the head and breaft; if by a falu- 
itary metaftafis it does not return to the limbs again, 
cor cannot be expelled by any method of cure, tumours 
imay be collected in the interior parts productive of 
«dangerous diforders, and even of death, as the diffec» 
ttion of fuch bodies has abundantly evinced. 

‘Three patients "^, whofe interior parts were feized 
iby this ferum, which before had been difperfed over 
tthe whole fuperfices of the body, died of the rheuma- 
ttim. In two of the bodies, a large quantity of yel- 
llow gluey matter was found between the membrane 
ifurrounding the lungs, and the lungs themfelves, and 
tthe whole fubftance of that vifcus was comprefled in- 
tto a very {mall fpace. A great quantity of the fame 
imatter was found between the pia mater, the brain, 
cand the cerebellum; and the anterior ventricles of the 
ibrain were full of the fame jelly. 

‘In the third patient, the tumor of the limbs fubfi- 


«ded, and a difhcult refpiration followed, with a.con- . 


wulfive cough, which yielded to no remediés; ífo that 
ithe poor man, exhautted of his ftrength, died within 
‘fourteen days. In the middle of the right lobe of the 
‘lungs, a bag was found which contained five pounds 
cof an acrid yellow ferum. ‘The other parts were 
ifound. 

| Syden. 
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tthe body by a good method of cure, (of which we fhall: 
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Sydenham », fpeaking of the rheumatifm, fays as: 
follows: ** However this be, it is very frequent now z 
** and though, when the fever is gone off, it feldom 
*€ proves fatal; yet the violence of the pain, and its: 
* Jong continuance, render it no contemptible dif- 
* eafe: for if it be ill managed, it many times lafíts 
* ali the life long ; and tortures the fick, not only; 
* months, but years.” But from what immediately; 
follows, it appears, that he formed this prognoftic ofi 
that fort of rheumatifm that obfefied and was fixed im 
the joints: For when the wandering rheumatic matter 
changesits fituation, and lodges in the bowels, he could? 
not fay that this diforder was feldom fatal. When iti 
feizes the brain and lungs, it is a hard matter to dif- 
cover the difeafe, as will afterwards appear at $. 1495 3; 
fo that the patient’s death, which often follows, is nott 
attributed to the rheumatifm. 

Sydenham tells us, that he has obferved a certain 
ailment, very like the rheumatifm; and, in refpeQ ofi 
the cruel pain of the loins, bearing fome refemblance: 
to a nephritis, attended with intermitting fevers; he: 
afcribed it to a tranflation of the febrile matter to the: 
mufculous parts of the body. In this malady, he pre-- 
fcribed the fame method of cure as if it was an inter-- 
mitting fever P5 ** as the diforder, by frequent bleed- 
** ings or other evacuations, was heightened, and the: 
« patient brought in danger of his life.” 

Storck *has a remarkable obfervation, which de-. 
- ferves to be here mentioned, as it confirms what Sy-. 
denham fays, that the rheumatifm is fometimes ace. 
companied with an intermitting fever. 

A patient was tortured with a violent rheumatic: 
pain over his whole body; he had likewife a very flight! 
fever, and fometimes for three or four hours was free: 
from pain. As foon as the pain ceafed, the pulfe in-. 
termitted every third ftroke; and the time of the in-. 
termiffion was equal to that in which the three prior: 
pulfations were performed. 

However, the patient never complained of any an-. 

xiety!

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:xiety in the breaft, was cheerful, and did not lofe much 
iftrength. 
On the morning of the fourth day, the fymptoms 
were all very favourable: about noon a rigor came on, 
sand the fever increafed, but without augmenting the 
jpain; the night was reftlefs. | 
' On the fifth day the pains ceafed, but the pulfe ftill 
jintermitted every third ftroke: about noon they re- 
iturned again, and a rigor preceded the fever, which 
‘was fo violent, that the ftrength was very much leflen- 
ted, fo that the Peruvian bark was immediately given; 
‘and after adminiftering a paregoric, the night was 
{pent calmly. 
|. On the fixth day, the fever was flight, and fcarce 
‘any exacerbation at noon; but the pains ftill remain- 
‘ed violent. The Peruvian bark was every day admi- 
‘niftered, mixed with a large dofe of antifcorbutic con- 
ferves, together with an infufion of elder-flowers in 
"whey. ‘Thus the fever was entirely fubdued, but the 
pains did not abate; if at intervals they did, the pulfe 
intermitted as before. 

This method of cure was continued to the twelfth 
day, when a copious {weat broke forth, brown colour- 
ed, fetid, and clammy, which rendered the patient 
very weak: the pains then entirely ceafed, and the 
pulfe was regular and natural. 

— When the patient difcontinued taking the ufual re- 
medies, he drank claret and whey for common drink. 
This foft and nourifhing diet reftored his ftrength in 
a few days, and he was afterwards very well. 

Now from what has been faid, it 1s worthy of re- 
mark, that the bark cured the fever; but that the rheu- 
matic pains and intermiffion of the pulfe ftill remain- 
ed; but upon the eruption of the foul fweat, we find 
all the malady was prefently fubdued. 

With a tumour and rednefs, Gc.] This often hap- 
pens, but not always; for I have [een violent pains, 
without any tumour or rednefs of the part. Storck re- 

| marks as follows: ‘ ‘Chat the part affected fometimes 
ss fwelled, and fometimes not; but that upon being 
“© touche 
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* touched, the pain increafed ^," He obferved in, 
many patients*, that the fever preceded by a fhiver-. 
ing was very violent; and that on the fecond, Íome- 
times immediately on the firft day, the parts affected | 
were inflated with a white fwelling; and that they. 
were afterwards fo diftended, that no limb could be. 
ftirred without exquifite pain. He obferved likewife t, 
that many patients were feized with an univerfal rheu- 
matic tumour; for on the third or fourth day of the 
diforder, the fkin of the whole body began to be dif- | 
tended with a white tumour, which was very painful, 
I remember to have feen a limb afflited with a vio- 
lent rheumatic pain, but without fwelhng: when the.

Comes and goes periodically.] It is evident from 
the preceding paragraph, where a definition of the. 
rheumatifm was given, that the difeafe may be well 
faid to be allied to the gout, fcurvy, and arthritis ; fo 
that it is no wonder that the properties of thefe dif- 
orders are fometimes attributed to the rheumatifm. 
It is allowed by all phyficians, that the arthritis and 
the gout go off and return by fits. Sydenham fays, | 
* This difeafe, when not accompanied with a fever, 
** 1s often taken for the gout; though it differs effen- 
** tially from that, as will plainly appéar to thofe that 
** are thoroughly acquainted with both difeafes v," 

But he faid a little before, that the fever in the 
rheumatifm abated by degrees, whilft the pain re- 
mained, and fometimes was very violent ; it is, there- 
fore, no wonder, that fome fhould miftake thefe pains, |. 
when unaccompanied with a fever, for the arthritis. 
He remarks, that if the rheumatifm be unfkilfully 
treated, it may turn to a lafting diforder ¥, « though

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© in this cafe it is not always fo violent, but has its 
‘© periodical returns like the gout." : 

But as the rheumatifm is very frequent, it gives phy- 
ficians opportunities fufRcient to confider it*; and I 
believe it will appear that the rheumatifm, from. its 
‘ewn nature, has not the fame periodical fits as are ob- 
ferved in the gout and arthritis. I knew a great num- 
‘ber, who, notwithftanding they had it feverely, ne- 
yer felt the rheumatifm but once during their whole 
life; for they were rendered more cautious, and took 
| care to avoid the common caufe of this diforder, viz. 
taking cold when they were warm. Y have likewife feen 
;many, who were a long time in a wretched condition, 
‘from the rheumatifm being but badly cured; and I 
‘could not diícover the real time of the return of the 
jparoxyfms, as they feemed rather to be excited by a 
:fudden change of the temperature of the air, and the 
|pains not fo acute as thofe in the beginning of the dif- 
i eafe. ; 


$. 1492. JF the rheumatifm lafts long, and in- - 

creafeth, it often, after the molt 
'violent pain, deprives the joint of motion, and 
|produces an anchylofis, fcarce removable by any 
means whatever. 


From what has been already faid, it appears, that 
ithe rheumatifm not only invades the joints, but even 
ithe mufcles and their membranes; and from what 
ifollows, it will appear that the membranes that cover 
ithe nerves are likewife affected by it. This paragraph 
itreats of thofe calamities that are occafioned by the 
irheumatifm on the joints, efpecially if the diforder 
iincreafes and lafts long. » 

Galen calls thofe daily pains arifing from the de- 
ifluxion that invades the joints, and efpecially the 
thip *, xJz«l; in another place, he calls thofe defluc- 
tions that attack the legs, and chiefly thofe that feize 
the firft joint about the hip, by the fame name. 

Vor. XVIII. A In 
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_ In treating of Luxations at §. 362. one caufe of lux- 
ation was obferved to be a concretion 1n the hollow 
part of the joint, which extruded the bone. In the 
fame part it was remarked, that the ligaments of the 
joints, arifing from thofe places wherethe epiphyfes are 
joined tothe reft of the bone, furround, like a hollow 
capfule, the whole joint, and hinder it from fliding out 
or any foreign matter from getting in. In this hollow 
'apfule are the extremities of the receiving and recei- 
ved bone, incrufted over withacartilage; and in the large 
joints, there are pretty large glands, and a number of 
fmall ones, which take up the internal fuperficies that 
furrounds the joint. It was likewife proved, that the - 
thin medullary oil, which is in the cavernous part of the 
bones, tranfudes thro' the cartilaginous extremities of 
the articulated bones into the hollow of the joint. 
Through thefe glands a mucus is fecreted,- like the 
white of an egg, of a falt tafte; which, when mixed 
ith the medullary oil, conftitutes that liniment that 
anoints the extremities of the articulated bones, and 
fo lubricates them that the bones may move in their 
joints without much friction.  Alfo, that fubtle kind 
of dew (which we know is in all the cavities, great or 
Ímall, of the human body) is expelled from the ex- 
treme exhaling arteries into the hollow of the joint. 
Therefore, if the rheumatifm increafes, and remains 
long in any joint, the natural fecretion of the articu- 
lary mucus will be difturbed ; as will alfo the excre- 
tion of the medullary oil that tranfudes into the hol- 
low of the joint. Hence Simpfon very judicioufly 
draws the following conclufion: ** That if it remaing 
** long in the joints, and fpreads to the ambient parts, 
it will at length impair their tone and vigour by fo 
great a diftenfion : and as their action on the ex- 
«> travafated humours is alfo difturbed, thefe will not 
* be fo fluid, nor fo eafily abforbed again into the | 
veins; but will hatden, coagulate, and at laft en- 
‘© tirely deprive the joint of motion >.” | 
This fhews what care ought to be taken in imme- 
diately relieving the patient, as delay alone may in-. 
3 creafe

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creafe the diforder. It very often happens that advice 
is called too late: fo that, as Areteeus fays, ** the pas 
** tient falls into an incurable habit; as, for want of 
** proper afliftance at the beginning, when the difor- 
** der is moft eafy to be conquered, it acquires by 
* time fuch power and {trength as baffles the dili- 
gence of the phyfician °.” i 
I have feen in fome patients fuch anchylofes arife in 
the {pine of the back, from rheumatic pains, as made 
the poor wretches walk with their bodies bent for- 
ward, fo that during the remainder of their lives they 
could never ftand upright. Such ruflics as are em- 
ployed in tilling and cultivating a garden, are more 
| fubje& than others to this calamity ; becaufe they la- 
 bour with their body bent forwards. If, when the 
{pine of the back is hot with the fummer’s fun, a 
fudden fhower fhould fall, which is often the cafe, 
and wet the fhirt or clothes, the fudden cold of 
the moifture will many times caufe the rheumatifm, 
which thofe poor wretches neglect, or attempt to cure 
|by noxious remedies. It often happens, that, after 
thefe men have fuffered the moft fevere tortures, thofe 
tortures ceaíe of their own accord; and that an in- 
curable anchylofis remains during their life in the 
{pine of the back ; notwithftanding their appetite is 
very good, and in other refpects they feem to be ver 
healthy. Sydenham obferved the fame kind of difor- 
der, ** That, upon a ceffation of thefe pains, the joints 
'** of tbe fingers are contracted inwards with nodous 
** protuberances, as in the gout, which appear more 
'** on the internal than in the external parts of the 
* fingers 4,” 

It has been already faid, that Sydendam obferved 
‘this kind of rheumatifm, which he called the /corbutic, 
| becaufe it has an affinity tothe fcurvy in its principal 

fymptoms. His defcription of it is this: « The pain 

'** fometimes affects one, and fometimes another part ; 

.** but it does rarely occafion a {welling, as in the 

'** other fpecies, neither is it attended with a fever.

But fince this diforder chiefly attacks women, and 
men of a weak conftitution, he imagined that it ought 
to be referred to the byíteric clafs; yet he found that 
it did not yield to antihyfteric remedies. About four 
and thirty years ago, I faw a woman twenty five years 
old, who had this kind of rheumatifm; fhe was of a 
tender frame, and fubje@ to violent frights. She 
had expofed herfelf, when warm, to a cold air that 
iffued through the crevice of a window. She felt fharp 
pains, fometimes in one, and fometimes in another 
part, which lafted for three or four hours; then aba- 
ted, and a tumour rofe on the joints that had before 
been fo painful: manifeft fymptoms of the fcurvy ap- 
peared in her gums. She endured this diforder ten 
weeks, before fhe applied to me for affiftance. Ipre- 
Ícribed fome remedies for her, and fhe felt fome re- 
lief; but in about eight days after, her right fhoulder 
was attacked by the pain, which increafed very much 
when fhe attempted to raife her arm. After other 
eight days, when fhe rofe from her bed in the morn- 
ing, fhe found a ftiffnefs in all her limbs, but chiefly 
inher fhoulders; but this ftiffnefs foon vanifhed: and 
again, in. about eight days after, fhe could not, but 
with difficulty, bend her wrifts. As fhe found herfeif 
tolerably well in other refpects, and that the pains 
which then returned in different parts were but flight, 
the neglected the affiftance of phyfic. Some months 
after that; I found the joints of her fingers tumid, as 
alfo the knees, and that fhe could not eafily move 
them : at laft an entire anchylofis came on, which re- 
mained with her till her death. 

I afterwards faw many fimilar cafes. 

Paulus ZEgineta f, in treating of thefe diforders, 
has the following words: “ The peccant humour 
« that gets thus into the joints, is fometimes of the 
‘ bilious, fometimes of the fanguineous, and fome- 
* times of the atrabiliary kind: it 1s generally, how- 
* ever, phlegmatic, and generated by a quantity of 

| «€ crude 
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.** crude aliment, by indigeflion, or by want of ex- 
* ercife: it acquires, if left to itfelf, a thicknefs or 
** fizinefs; and may get to a very obftinate degree of 
* hardnefs, fuch as the Latins call a toth, and the | 
** Greeks a poros.—This happens principally when 
«€ there is any humour that is foreign to nature, or 
** when there is a weaknefs of the particles.” 


$ 1493. IIE proximate caufe of the rheu- 
p matifm feems to be an inflamma- 
tion in the lymphatic arteries of the membranes, 
which are about the ligaments of the joints, but 
not fo violent as to produce a fuppuration. It is 
cured by bleeding, by antiphlogiftic purges fre- 
quently repeated, always giving a narcotic af- 
ter each in the evening; by mild and warm baths, 
end by antiphlogiftic fomentations to the parts 
affected ; by blifters, and even actual cauteries ; 
by fuch medicines as greatly dilute and foften at 
the fame ume; by a thin fpare diet, reft, and 
the warmth of the bed; and towards the end of 
‘the cure, by frictions with warm dry cloths, to- 
‘gether with the ufe of antifcorbutics. | 


If we confider what has been advanced in $. 149r, 
jit will be evident that the rheumatifm belongs to the 
‘elafs of inflammatory difeafes: for it chiefly attacks 
people who are difpofed to thofe diforders, and are of 
‘a fanguine conftitution with an acrimonious infection 
cof the juices, or live plentifully ; or thofe who have 
an inflammatory difpofition, that fhows itfelf flower 
‘than in the pleurify; though it moft commonly comes 
iby taking cold, after a perfon has been heated by vio- 
lent exercife, or any other way. From whence 5yden- 
ham concludes, ** that no man ever doubted that rheu- 
** matics laboured under an inflammation *." 

This inflammation is in the Iymphatic arteries of the 
membranes which belong to the ligaments of the

joints; but the rheumatifm fometimes attacks alfo the 
membranes which inveft the mufcles, and their tendi- 
nous aponeurofes. The fame frequently happens in the 
fheaths of the nerves themfelves, as will appear in the 
following aphorifm; fo that the pains from thefe dif- 
ordered coats or fheaths will often laft a long time 
without deftroying the nerves themfelves. Sometimes, 
in fuch a cafe, a palfy will follow; which, however, 
vanifhes by degrees, becaufe the nerves themfelves are 
not affected. ‘The famous Boerhaave himfelf was fo 
tormented with thefe pains, that he was at laft fo re- 
laxed, that no motion, and fcarce any fenfation, remain- 
ed in his lower limbs. For, as Schultens fays, ** the 
** juices of his body being confumed by the violence 
* of the tortures, he was rendered paralytic, and in- 
** capable of moving either his thighs, legs, or feet; 
** and obliged to lie for whole months upon his back>.” - 
However, after five months, upon the rith of January, 
1723, he opened his lectures, tho" he was very weak: 
and he afterwards regained his health, and the power 
of moving his lower limbs; which he enjoyed to the - 
time of his.death, for fifteen years or more. 

'This feems to confirm the notion, that in the rheu- 
matifm there is an inflammation of the membranes that 
belong to the ligaments of the joints. From whence 
the celebrated Hoffman fays *, that it is generally very 
dificult to know the gout from the rheumatifm ; he 
then thus diftinguifhes them from each other: ** The 
** arthritic. pain (fays. he) arifes from a tartareous a- 
crid ferum, imferting itfelf within the very con- 
* nection of the joints; but in the rheumatic, that 
** ferous faline cauftic matter is rather more external- 
* ly fituated upon the membranes of the mufcles and 
** ligaments of the joints. In the arthritis, the mu- 
** cous glands which are fituated in the joints, and 
** were found out by the famous Havers, as well as the 
** glandulous ligaments, pour forth the morbid mat- 
** ter::On the other hand, the ftagnating acrid ferum 
** of the rheumatifm, proceeds rather from too great 

[17 a 
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** a quantity of blood flowing into the canals, and is 
** fecreted and collected between the interítices of the 
* membranes and mufcles." 
Although the proximate caufe of the rheumatifm 
be an inflammation, yet this inflammation feldom 
comes to a fuppuration; fo that in this refpec& it dif- 
fers from other inflammatory difeafes. Boerhaave, 
| though tortured with rheumatic pains for five months, 
| had no impofthumation. It is evident, by many ex- 
| amples in $. 149t, that the tumours of a violent rheu- 
matifm have no pus contained in them, but only a 
vifcid fizy humour.  Raubin affirms 4, that the rheu- 
matifm feldom comes to an abfcefs, although the parts 
afflicted with the pain fwell greatly. He faw a man 
| who had a rheumatic pain of the knee, which fwelled 
prodigioufly, and where there was a manifeft flu&tu- 
ation; yet the tumour difappeared in a few days. 
Hippocrates obferves, That when the hip-bone falls 
out of its place upon a long-continued pain of the fciatica, 
it creates a mucous matter *. Galen f£, in his com- 
mentary on this aphorifm, proves, that by the word 
ifchion, Hippocrates meant the joint of the hip. 
Whether the rheumatifm can abfolutely never come 
to an impofthumation, feems with me a doubt; but 
it is very certain that it happens but feldom. Tiffot, 
enumerating the various exits of the rheumatifm, re- 
marks, that an abfcefs is fometimes formed in the part 
affected, or in the parts near it % He himfelf faw 
a large abfcefs formed in the thigh, in a Jumbago rheu- 
matica, from a neglect of the patient. It was cut, 
and a great quantity of pus came out ; but fome time 
after, the poor man died. d 
As the rheumatifm may arife in the parts already 
mentioned, from a real inflammation, we ought to 
wait with all poffible attention, to be able to form a 
proper judgment of the prefent evil. ‘The diagnoftic 
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de l'air, cap. rs. p. gor. 

€ Quibus ab ifchiade diuturna vexatio ifchium excidit, et rurfus inci- 
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figns of the rheumatifm have already been fufhciently 
difcuffed in $. 149r. 

It feems that this error is greatly to be feared in the 
ifchias, left we fhould take the pains ariling from the 
abfcefs to be thofe of the rheumatifm. Let us refer 
the reader to Hippocrates, who feems to confirm the 
opinion, that it is very difficult to form a right judge- 
ment of the diforder. Eupolemis in Oenias felt a pain 
in bis right hip and groin, the neareft joining of the hip 
to the groin, and the fore-part of the hip. Upon lofing 
a vaft deal of black thick blood from the ankle, and taking 
a fmart purge, he grew better. The pains, however, 
did not ceafe ; but rather extended wider. The pus lay 
deep, rather in the bone than in the flefb. He was ne- 
glecied for fome time in this condition, till be became ex- 
tremely weak: and then a great many large efchars 
were made by the actual cautery, near one another, and 
a vaft difcharge of pus enfued. A few days after be died, 
party from the number and largenefs of the ulcers, and 
partly from weaknefs *. 

Hippocrates conieffes, that this patient might have 
been faved, if in time an ample incifion had been 
made. What deferves chiefly to be remarked, io that 
Hippocrates faw another patient in the fame place, 
one Lycon, who was troubled with nearly the fame 
complaints, faving that the pains fcarcely affected his 
legs, nor did the diforder come to a fuppuration: this 
man Hippocrates cured, after he had been a long time 
under his care. If, therefore, Hippocrates (as he 
himfelf ingenuoufly confeffed) might err in fuch a cafe, 
how much care ought all phyficians to take, that they 
may not likewife err? In Tulpius i, we find the $e 
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h pressis in Oeniadis ifchii dextri, et inguinis, et propinqua ifchii 
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‘of a married woman, who, after being almoft entirely 
'fpent by an uterine hemorrhage after child-birth, was 
‘attacked by a violent pain of the hip, which obliged 
|her to lie for forty days in the fame place and fituation ; 
‘neither could fhe ftir an inch from thence, but im- 
imediately fhe fainted away, was convulfed, and her 
‘whole body grew ftiff like a ftock of wood. That 
"Tulpius imagined this pain to be rheumatic, appears 
‘from hence, that he believed the uterine hemorrhage 
/** had exhaufted her ftrength, and that her limbs be- 
‘6 ing deprived of their genial vigor, were rendered 
/«* fo feeble and weak, as not to be able to throw off 
«© thofe defluxions which were perpetually flowing 
'** down to them from the refrigerated brain." | 
It is known, that, in Tulpius’s time, it was the 
received opinion amongft phyficians, that fluxions 
peveale defcended from the brain to the limbs, and 
produced the rheumatifm. The moft powerful re- 
medies were adminiftered without any fuccefs. ** But 
«© at length the evil providentially made its exit by a 
* large abfcefs in the thigh ; from which, on the firft 
« day of its breaking, more than ten {mall vefiels or 
** cups of pus iffued out." However, fhe recovered ; 
** and afterwards brought forth twins, and continued 
‘© to live as healthy as if nothing had happened *.” 
It is cured by bleeding.] As the proximate caufe 
of this difeafe is an inflammation, bleeding has been 
advifed by almoft all phyficians ; and by fome of them, 
even copioufly. But the ancients who treated of the 
arthritis, the gout, rheumatifm, and fcurvy, fuppofed 
the caufe to refide in the four humours, viz. in the 
blood, the phlegm, the yellow and black bile; and 
prefcribed a ditferent method of cure, as they fup- 
pofed this or that humour to predominate. ‘Thus 
'Trallian fays, “ If it be evident from the fymptoms 
* we have mentioned, that the tumour of the joints 
€ is of an acrid bilious kind, the cure mutt not be at- 
« tempted by bleeding, but by fuch medicines as wii 
s carry off that bile 1L." But ZEgineta orders thofe 
who abound with the fanguineous humour, to be

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blooded ; and not only them, bat even the phlegmatic 
and melancholic. Galen ™ commends it in the fan- 
guineous ^: For (fays he) novi enim ifchiadas una die 
fanatas, facla ex cruribus evacuatione fanguinis, “© I 
** have known the ifchias cured in one day merely by 
* bleeding in the legs" But he prudently adds as. 
follows: Auairum, ubi non ex frigore, fed impletis fan- 
. guine, qua in coxa funt, venis, proveniffent ; ** that this 
** is the cafe, when the diforder proceeds from the 
** veins in the hip being too turgid with blood.” This 
bleeding feems to have been pretty copious; for he 
fays, Setla in poplite vena commodior ita affetlis, quam 
in malleolo, fearificatio autem nibil perfpicuo illis prodeft ; 
* that it is better for the patient to be bled in.the 
* knee than in the ankle, and that fcarifications are 
** of no fervice.” 

But as qui/guis intolerabilis dolor eff o, © pain of 
** any kind, when violent," demands bleeding, we 
may fee why the cure of the rheumatifm always ufed 
to be begun by this operation. 

Hence Sydenham ?, when he was firft called in, of- | 
dered ten ounces of blood to be drawn from the arm 
of his patient, of the fame fide in which the pain was; 
the following day he ordered the fame quantity to be 
taken; as alío a day or two after, according to the pa- 
tient's ftrength, he bled him again; and then after 
three or four days, the fourth time ; which is com- 
monly the laft, refpect being had to the ftrength, age, 
and conftitution of the patient, and other circum- 
ftances. For he laid it down as a particular axiom, 
** that the cure ought not to be begun by any other 
** method than by bleeding." | 

He feldom prefcribed more than four bleedings; ex- 
cepting when the patient had ufed a more warm regi- 
men than he ought, or taken hot medicines, or when 
the pains were ailwaged by anodynes and paregorics ; 
as the diforder by means of thefe became more fixed, 
and required larger bleeding.

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Sydenham feems to have been of opinion, that not 
only a recent, but even an old fixed rheumatifin might 
M cured by bleeding: ** But it is here to be obferved, 
** that when the rheumatifm hath taken deep root by 
'* 2 continuance of fome years, it is improper to re- 
** peat bleeding at fuch fhort intervals as in the be- 
** sinning of the difeafe, and better to interpofe fome 
5* weeks between every bleeding. By this means the 
* morbific matter will either be quite expelled, or at 
** Jeaft in fo great a degree that the remains of it may 
** be carried off entirely, 3 Sc. 

. It hence appears, that this great man expected an 
evacuation of the morbific matter by means of frc- 
quent bleeding. But if we confider what has been al- 
ready faid of bleeding in the cure of an inflammation, 
§. 396. we may perbaps fee, that from bleeding other 
aávantages, rather than an evacuation of the morbific 
matter, are to be expected, efpecially in an old rheu- 
matifm, which has taken deep root. 

Now as the authority of the great Sydenham is of 
no fmall eftimation (and defervedly) amongft all phy- 
ficians, and large evacuations of blood have fometimes 
been obferved to. be of fignal fervice to rheumatic pa- 
tients, many from hence have taken it for granted, 
that the rheumatifm fhould be cured merely by copi- 
pus or frequent bleedings. 

Galen’ informs us, that the artery near the ankle was 
accidentally wounded, and the flux of blood could not 
be {topped till he had wholly divided the wounded ar- 
tery, and afterwards the wound was healed without 
being followed by an aneurifm: © But the man four 
** years after (no trifling interval of time) felt a vio- 
** lent pain in his hip; however, he afterwards reco- 
** vered his health.” 

A woman, who was verging towards old age, of a 
mveak conftitution, laboured for many weeks under a 
rheumatic fever, and was, with difficulty, cured by re- 


eated bleedings and other remedies. After two vears à 
g y , 


ithe was feized with the fame fymptoms as accompa- 
nied

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nied the firft attack. In the evening of the fame day 
that fhe was feized, fourteen ounces of blood were ta- 
ken from the arm, which fcarce gave any relief. In 
the night, the vein that had been opened the evening 
before. bled plentifully, without being perceived, as

fhe was afleep; and the next morning when fhe arofe, | 


fhe was rid of her complaint *. 
Pringle has obferved, that the rheumatifm is very 
frequent in camps'; and in the cure of it placed great 


confidence in bleeding, and prefcribed it every day, if. 


occafion required, until the fever vanifhed, and the 
pains ceafed, or at leaft were greatly leffened. As he 
was amongft a number of foldiers, who were in the vi- 
gour of life, plethoric, and able to bear copious eva- 
cuationsy he boldly infifted on this method of cure; as 
he was likewife of opinion, that frequent bleedings 


weakened the body lefs in the rheumatifm, than in any | 


other difeafe. ‘This excellent phyfician prudently re- 


peated his bleedings as the ftate of the diforder feem- 


ed to require... lí-the rheumatifm only feized one part 
of the body, and the fever was but flight, he thea only 


bled his patient once ; and had recourfe to other re». 


medies, of which I fhall fpeak by and by. Nay, where 
the pains and tumour of the limbs ftill remained, after 
the fever was mitigated by repeated bleedings, he ap- 
plied leeches to the place where the tumor and inflam- 
mation appeared to be the greateft; and when the leeches 


dropped off, he fuffered the orifices to bleed till the 


flux ftopped of its own accord. But as a much lefs 


quantity of blood is drawn off this way than by the | 


lancet he did not think it worth while to limit the ap- 
plications of the leeches.

But although phyficians are pretty well agreed as to 
ithe utility of bleeding in the rheumatifm, yet great 
«circumfpection is neceffary, as this evacuation is to be 
jproportioned to the intenfity of the difeafe and the 
ccon{titution of the patient. 

Sydenham ‘indeed recommends four bleedings in 
ithe cure of the rheumatiim. But he obferves, in treating 
‘of a continual fever, that when patients fat up too long 
sat a time, they were attacked by wandering pains, parti- 
ccularly in the declenfion of the difeafe, that fometimes 
'terminated in the rheumatifm; And for thefe he does 
inot think bleeding fo proper; but advifes only the 
"warmth of the bed, that, by opening the pores of the 
ifkin, the peccant matter that gave rife to the diforder 
imay be ejected. In another place he remarks, that he 
lhas obíerved “ a certain fymptom, like a rheumatic 
pain, which is wont to follow agues, and arifes from 
;:a tranílation of the febrile matter upon the mufcular 
jparts of the body. But this fymptom (he fays) re- 
«quires no other method of cure, than the ague where- 
(on 1t depends; for it is increafed ** by frequent bleed- 
** ing, and any other evacuations, and the patient's 
6 life is endangered." 

However, Sydenham feems here, in {peaking of the 
itrue and real rheumatifm, not to enforce frequent 
ibleeding fo ftrongly as he did before in his treatife on 
it andits cure. ‘To quote his own words: ** Though 
‘ss fince I wrote that, (fays he) I have found by expe- 
‘sé rience, that itis better after the fecond, or at moft 
‘«¢ the third bleeding, to purge often, till the fymptoms 
'** go off entirely, than to truít to bleeding only. For 
'** purging being an afliftant to bleeding in the cure of 
sé this difeafe, it will not be neceffary to lofe fo much 
Vor.

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* blood *." Nay, in curing an apóthecary who was 
miferably tortured with the rheumatifm, whom he had 
repeatedly bled ten years before in the fame complaint, 


he now prefcribed whey for drink, and bread for his | 
dinner, and happily effected a cure without bleeding. 


‘Lhe diforder was very violent; and attended with the 
following fymptoms. During the firft two days he 
.** was attacked with a lamenefs in his hip, which was 
** fucceeded by a dull pain of the lungs, with a diffi- 
* culty of breathing, which likewife went off in two 
*' days; then he was feized with a violent pain of the 
* head, and foon after with a pain of the right hip, 
* which was firft attacked, and afterwards almoft all 
* the joints of the arms and iegs were affected by 
** turns, according to the nature of the difeafe. As he 
* was of a weak and dry conititution, I was apprehen- 
« five, that, by taking away much blood, his ftrength, 
* which was already declining, might be quite ex- 
* haufted; efpecially as the fummer was fo far ad- 
** vanced, that it was to be feared that winter would 


** come, before he could recover his {trength impaired | 


* by frequent bleeding ; and therefore I ordered him 
* to live upon whey only for four days; after which 


* [ allowed him white-bread, befides the whey, for | 
* his common food, namely once a-day inftead of a | 


*€* dinner, till he recovered. Contented with this flen- 


«€ der diet, he perfifted in it eighteen days, only to- 


* wards the latter end I permitted him to eat white- 
* bread at fupper alfo. He drank a gallon of whey 
* every day, which afforded him fufhcient nourifh- 
* mentY," ‘This method of cure fucceeded very well, 
and the patient recovered his health. 

And that Sydenham remained in the fame opinion 


in regard to bleeding in the cure of the rheumatifm, © 


appears from the laft piece he ever wrote, in which

are the following words: ** It muft carefully be ob- 
| quisi pes 

* ferved in this kind of fever (as in the rheumatifm 
* and feveral other diftempers, only curable by eva- 
* cuations) that if we obf{tinately perfift in the ufe of 
« the abovementioned evacuations till the fymptoms

He admirably remarks, that it is not unufual for fome 
flight fymptoms to remain a while after the difeafe is 
gone off, thefe fymptoms being nothing elfe than the 
genuine product of the repeated evacuations, and part- 
ly proceeding from the emptinefs occafioned by the pa- 
 tient's. abftaining from his common food and liquors. 
« Vor this reafon, therefore, after ufing fuch evacua- 
«© tions as are fufficient to remove the difeafe, a yudi- 
** cious phyfician ought to forbear the unfeafonoble 


/** ufe thereof, and waita while to fee what time will 
© contribute to this end, which oiten proves the beft 


.** and moft fuccefsful phyfician in conquering thete 


« flight fymptoms ; and I have indeed often known 
«* them go off in the declenfion of fuch a difeafe, 
* without any thing more than an opiate, taken two 
** or three nights running *." 

To the works of Sydenham there is fubjoined a 


| fhort treatife, entitled, Proceffus Integri, or Complete 


Methods of Curing mot Difeafes ; which he wrote for 
the ufe of his fon, and ought highly to be efteemed. 
There, under the head of the prefent difeafe, he has 
the following words: ** In young perfons, and fuch 
* as live temperately, and drink wine with modera- 
« tion, the rheumatifm may be as fuccefsfully cured 
* by a very cooling and moderately nourifhing diet, 
‘ ‘as by repeated bleedings, which they cannot fo well 
f« bear b." ! 
. I have frequently cured the rheumatifm. without 
bleeding, by plenty of diluting liquors, when the fe- 
ver has been but flight at the beginning. But when 
the fever follows a cold fit, and isviolent, with a hard, 
full, and quick pulfe, accompanied with a great thirlt 
and acute pain, I then advife repeated bleeding, until 
thefe dangerous lymptoms abate; fo that I never fix- 
ed any determinate number of bleedings, being regu- 
lated by the fymptoms of the difeafe. I feldom found 
occafion for the fourth bleeding, and fcarce ever any 
to exceed it. Dr Storck * has remarked the fame 
F2 thing.

vidently perceivable in the rheumatifm. 

Antiphlogiftic purges, &c.] As the method of cure 
ufed in inflammatory cafes is moft commonly follow- 
ed in the rheumatifm, as I have already obferved in 
treating of the praétice of bleeding in this difeafe, I 
did not omit to take into confideration at the fame 
time fuch other remedies as are in repute for the cure 
of an inflammation. In §. 396, where thofe remedies 


are mentioned that hinder the progrefs of an iflam- 


mation in the veffels, a ftrong purging of the belly is 
recommended, as well as bleedings, to render the ob- 
ftructing matter fluid. Many receipts for this pur- 
pofe may be found in the Materia Medica, in §. 396 and 
334. which are ufually called antiphlogiftic, becaufe 
they may be fafely given in thofe difeafes that are ac- 
companied with an inflammation. 

I have fometimes known a fpontaneous flux of the 
belly to be of fignal fervice in a fevere rheumatifm. 
The famous Tiffot ¢ likewife obferved, that the rheu- 


matifm fometimes ceafed upon thofe purgings. 'Tral- 


lian *, when the figns and fymptoms denote the difor- 
der to arife from the bilious humour, orders remedies 
to be adminiftered to evacuate the bile, and foften and 
temper its acrimony. But he prefers gentle purges 3 
for he did not mean, at one and the fame time to ex- 
pel, by a violent cathartic, the caufe of the difeafe. 


50 that he fays, “the patient ought to be purged, not - 


** only once, but often if requifite; for the joints may 
** be kept clear of thofe fluxions and recrements, if 
** we proceed to draw off the peccant matter by de- 

* grees, and not attempt to do it all at once." 
oydenham f, in the cure of the rheumatifm, did 
not preferibe catharties in the beginning; for the firft 
eight days of the diforder were appropriated to the 
: four

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four bleedings already mentioned. His patient, inthe 
mean time, was kept upon a low diet, and drank 
barley water or {mall beer; and on the days he was 
not let blood, a milk clyfter was injected: and he ad- 
monifhes, that all thefe things be dilgently obferved 
for eight days at leaft after the bleeding. Afterwards; 
he ordered a gentle purging potion to be taken in the 
morning; and in the evening a large dofe of diaco- 
dium in cowflip-flower water, to reftrain the orgafm 
oí the blood, which might otherwile occafion a re« 
lapfe. 

After this, the patient is. allowed to return gradual- 
ly to his. cuftomary. way of living, with refpect to 
diet, exercife, and air; yet with a caution, to refrain, 
for a confiderable time, from\ wine and all fpiritous 
liquors, falt or high-feafoned meats, and in general 
from all food of difficult digeftion. 

By this method the pain is greatly abated, though 
it does not go quite off ; but as foon as the ftrength 
returns, which bleeding had greatly impaired, the 
fymptoms will vaniíh, and the patient recover per- 
fectly, efpecially upon the approach of the following 
feafon of the year, which will be more conducive i 
recruit the ftrength, than that wherein he was firft at- 
'tacked with the difeafe. As rheumatic complaints are 
|more frequent in autumn than at any other time, 
(fee $. 1491.) the {pring feafon of the year may pro- 
Ibably diffipate entirely all the relics of this troublefome 
i diforder. 

Sydenham f did not prefcribe afterwards fuch co- 
‘pious bleedings, but made more ufe of cathartics in 
ithe cure of the rheumatifm : for he had learned by ex- 
perience, as he fays, ** that it was better, after the 
** fecond, or at moft after the third bleeding, to purge 
** often, till the fymptoms go off entirely, than to 
** truft to bleeding only." He recommends only le- 
nient purgatives, fuch as tamarinds, fena, rhubarb, 
and folutive fyrup of rofes; whereas thofe made of 
fcammony, jalap, and the like, caufe a tumult, and 
exafperate the pain.

Dr Storck ? followed this method ; for having pre- | 
mifed bleeding, even repeatedly if the pains or the © 


fever were any way violent, he adminiftered an anti- 
phlogiftic purge every third day with great fuccefs. 
| The patients feldom perceived any relief before the 
ae fourth, and fometimes not fill the eighth day; when 
the pain and the tenfron of the parts generally abated. 
However, he was fpazing in his prefcriptions of ca- 
thartics: for as foon as the fury of the fymptoms a- 
bated, and the tumours became foft and flaccid, fothat 
the patients could move their limbs without much 
pain, it was no longer neceflary to repeat the purging; 
too frequent a ufe of thefe rather weakened the patient, 
and prolonged the difeafe. 
The pain never totally ceafed before the twentieth, 
and fometimes not before the thirtieth or fortieth day. 
Sydenham }, in attempting the cure of the rheuma- 
tifm by bleeding, obferves, that by giving anodyne 
medicines, larger bleeding was required, which he 
would willingly have avoided: for he fays, ** And 
* therefore, how violent foever the pain may be, thro’ 
* the whole courfe of this difeafe, yet when Lintend 
“© to effect the cure folely by bleeding, I judgeit high- 
“6 ly neceflary to refrain from opiates, becaufe the dif- 
** eafe is fixed thereby, and does not yield fo readily to 
5* bleeding; fo that where fuch medicines are given 


** too frequently, bleeding muft in confequence bet 


* repeated oftener than is otherwife neceffary." He 
adds likewife, that inthe height of the difeafe anodyne 
medicines do not anfwer the expectations conceived 
of them. But fince, after giving purging remedies, he 
ufed to prefcribe anodynes in the evening, fo in this 
cafe he obferved the fame rule: for he orders ** at 
** bed-time every night, after the purge has done 


* working, an ounce of diacodium to be taken fome- 


“ what earlier than ufwali.” By thefe means, the pa- 
tients were freed from all the relics of the difeafe.

However, there were fome phyficians that were | 


not altogether of Sydenham's'opinion, as to the ufe of

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narcotics in the cure of the rheumatifm. ' Raulin ad- 
vifes * narcotics to be given in the evening of ever 
day after the firft bleeding. I faw this method tried, 
but the effect did not anfwer expectation. 

All patients, whether afflicted with the gout or 
rheumatifm, find the pains and fever increafe towards 
evening, aiid a paregoric taken then always fucceeds 
badly. For as Dr Storck ! obferved, ** the patients 
* flept very reftlefs, were fometimes light- headed, had 

|** difquieting dreams, and fometimes ftarted addc 
* ly from their fleep; and as this fleep was forced, 
* inftead of refrefhing, it fatigued them; all the next 
* day they were drowty, fomewhat light-headed, 
* their pulfe was quick, unequal, and contracted. 

In fome patients there fucceeded an abatement of the 
painin the morning; and then fometimes they flept 
of their own accord calmly, and tweated moderate- 
ly, fo that afterwards they were far more cheerful 
than before. But others, notwithítanding this remit- 
fion of the pain, lay fleeplefs, and were rendered 
weak. ‘Therefore, in the morning, when the pain 
abated, a paregoric was given them; which produ- 
ced a calm and refrefhing fleep, and the fick were 
better able to fuftain the exacerbàtion of pain in the 
evening. 

I have already taken notice of the great advantages 
that may be reaped from diligent obfervation of the 
effects, as produced by different methods; to difcern 
what 1s of fervice to the fick, and what not ($. 602. 
no 7.) Ifthe fick are very much weakened, and the 
fits of pain return at a ftated hour, preceded by a Jór- 
ror, tremor, and chill, Y have in fuch a cafe found the 
bark given at intervals in powder (quantity half an 
ounce) to be of great fervice. Where convulfions 
(which is fometimes the cafe) of the limbs, and a /ud- 
| fultus tendinum, arie from the acutenefs of the pains, 
recourfe may be had to opium given per epicrafin, in 
order to alleviate the pain; yet prudence feems to per- 
fuade us to be always f&indtul of the advice that ZEgi-

. By mild and warm baths, &c.] How ferviceable 
thefe things are, has been already fhewn at $. 396, in 
treating of the cure of an inflammation. Sydenbam® 
applied a poultice of white bread and milk, tinctured 
with faffron, on a cabbage leaf, to the part affected; 
and frequently renewed it. Many others diffolve Ve- 
nice foap in equal quantities of milk and water, and 
foment the part with it continually. Half an ounce 
of Venice foap to two pounds of this milk and water; 
isthe common preparation. All thefe bathings and 
fomentations are made ufe of as warm as the patient 
can bear. 
Homberg o held an opinion which to others feemed 
a paradox, viz. that the rheumatifm might be cured | 
by a cold as well as by a warm bath and fweat. He | 
judged the caufe of this difeafe to be a thin acrid fe- | 
rum; which, finding an exit from the veins, diffufes 
itfelf through the mufcles; and, by vellicating their 
fibres, difturbs their motion; and, as it 1s of a very 
fubtile nature, fpreads very much; fo that the veins, 
. from whence it flowed, cannot reforb it again. ‘The 
cure, therefore, may be effected,.either by carrying 
off the ferum, or by driving it back again into the 
veins, Heat might carry it off by tranfpiration ; and 
cold, by contradting the parts, might force it back 
into the veins: but Homberg was rather for the cold 
bath, as he imagined it would hinder the ferum from 
flowing out of the veins, and difhpate that already exs | 
travafated. 


About the end of the laft age, or the beginning of © 


this, Sir John Floyer writ in praife of cold bathing for 
the cure of various diforders, and chiefly of the rheu- 
ma-

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matifm 7. He premifed bleeding and purging; and 
-determined the diet and other remedies as the {tate of 
‘the diforder and the conftitution of the patient re- 
quired. 

The patients never ufed the cold bath when they 
"were warm or in a fweat, but always waited till a pro- 
jper time. They never ftaid in the bath more than 
'three minutes at atime: the firft time, after the body 
had been once dipped, they immediateiy came out. 
'Thefe bathings were only continued for nine or ten 
times, fo that the cold bath was ufed twice or thrice 
iat leaft in a week 9, 

He defcribes the cafe of a woman, who laboured for 
four years under the rheumatifm *. The joints of her 
elbows, hands, knees, and ankles, were fwelled great- 
ly, and very hard; and fo painful, that fhe could not 
bear the leaft motion: her fingers were contracted, 
and her arms and hands wonderfully diftorted. She 
had an emaciation of the body, and a cough, which 
gave reafon to fufpect a tabes. It was plain, that the 
cure of fuch a diforder would not be very eafy. As 
the woman could not bear any motion, fhe was plunged 
in the cold bath as fhe fat in her chair, and every third 
plunge was reckoned as one bathing. 'Thefe bathings 
were repeated nine times: after every bathing fhe was 
put to bed, and drank warm ale, with fome fpirit of 
nartfhorn; fo that fhe fweated profufely, and felt great 
relief. Once or twice, when fhe did not fweat, the 
did not find herfelf fo much relieved. Thus, by the 
means of thefe bathings and fweatings, the pains and 
‘cumours prefently abated, and foon entirely ceafed; fhe 
was again able to move her limbs ; her appetite was 
etter; the plumpnefs of her body was reftored; and 
he dry cough grew lefs. From this and many other 
cafes adduced, the author afferts, ** That cold bathing 
* relieves rheumatic complaints, by repelling the 
* ftagnant humours into the circulating veflels, from 
* which they are afterward eafily evacuated by the 
* fweating*." So that he found it neceffary to pro-

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for this reafon he advifes, that the patient be not left |

Cold bathings feem to have been chiefly prefcribed 
inthe cure of old rheumatifms, which have not yielded 


to any other method. But Antonio Cocchi, who writ | 
concerning the baths at Pifa, and extols the efficacy of. 


thofe waters in curing the rheumatifm, fays, ** That 
«* when the diforder is recent, or the patient weak, 
« it has been quickly and happily cured, merely by 
«€ pouring cold water repeatedly on the parts affected. 
«© This method, by caufing a kind of mechanical con- 
“© traction and relaxation of the canals, ftirs the ftag- 


*«* nating humours, and makes them circulate freely.

I have already obferved at $. 390. and 396, no 7. that | 
there are two ways of curing an inflammation: one, by 


relaxing the obftructed veffels, that the ftagnating mat- 
ter may flow through the canals, and be carried into. 


the veins: the other, by confiringing them by refrige- | 
rants, repellents, or aftringents, that the matter may | 


be driven from the fmall canals in which it lurks, into 
the part where it has more room. It was likewife 
there remarked, that this method of repelling the mor- 


bid matter has been often tried by phyficians, when | 
any part of the body has been fuddenly inflamed withe 
‘out any evident preceding caufe: in fuch a cafe, they | 
derived its origin from a fluxion. But at the fame. 


time, it has been proved by many, that the ufe of re- 


jellents and refrigerants are not always of fervice; and |

that great care ought to be taken in the application of | 
them, becaufe if they happen not to anfwer, they may. 
be very prejudicial. It is therefore the part of a pru- 
dent phyfician, to chufe different methods of cure ac= 
cording as the circumftances feem to require. |

various methods, to cure a very troublefome lumbago.

Blifters.] As I have already obferved, that, in the 
liffecuon of rheumatic perfons, the parts have been 
‘ound covered with a mucous filth; that tumors will 
ometimes rife on the bodies of rheumatic patients, 
vhich, on being opened, void a fizy thick matter; as 
dfo that the pain, notwithftanding the diforder begun 
vith a fever, oftentimes increafes when the fever itfelf 
ibates: I fay, it is no wonder that phyficians have 
"reat expectations of the fuccefs of a blifter in the cure 
of the pain, efpecially if the fever be gone off, or at 
eaft remains in a lefs violent degree.  Blifters (as is 
vell known) loofen the epidermis from the cutis; and 
inder the epidermis thus raifed, a large quantity of 
ymph is collected, which is fometimes very vifcid, 
ind continues after the bladder is open to flow for 
nany days: fo that it is not without reafon imagined, 
hat part of the morbid matter and irritating acrimon 
nay be carried off by thefe means, and abate the dif- 
der. ‘Tiffot“ has obferved that it happens, though 
put very feidom, that rheumatifms terminate by depo- 
iting a fharp humour upon the legs, where it forms 
refications, or a kind of blifters, which burft open, and 
orm ulcers that ought not to be healed and dried up 
oo haftily, as this would occafion a fpeedy return of 
he rheumatic pains. 

I have often known blifters to be of great fervice. 
cured a gentleman of a very troublefome pain of the 
heumatic kind, which fettled on his neck. He had 
ried many remedies in vain, fuch as cupping-glafles, 
imbrocations from the hot fprings of Aix-la-Chapelle, 
mguents, cataplafms, and frictions. 1 advifed the 
ipplication of a large ftrong blifter, to which my pa- 
ient was rather averfe: however, I perfuaded him, 
ind applied one; when a large quautity of lymph

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flowed out, and eafed him greatly: in fome few days 
after, he was entirely free from' his complaint.

Storck * has confirmed the application of a blifter | 


to be fafe in this diforder: for after he had moderated 


the fever, he applied a broad blifter to the parts af- B 


fected; and found, that, as foon as the epidermis began 


to rife, the pain either entirely ceafed, or at leaft'a- | 


‘bated. He affirms, that he has never perceived an 


bad fymptom arife from the application of blifters; fo | 


that there was no part of the body, where the pain was 
violent, to which he did not apply them. He tried 
the frefh leaves of the ranunculus pratenfis, or crow- 
foot, maíhed into a poultice; and applied them as a 
blifter. This application always excited great pain; 
and when the epidermis was raifed to a bladder, there 


was a great difcharge of ferum, upon which the rheu-- 
matic pains entirely went off. So that in obftinate |

Actual cauteries.] This is almoft the laft remedy. 
he old phyficians had an high opinion of it. I never 
knew it applied in thé cure of a recent rheumatifm ; 
out only in an old inveterate one, when all other re- 
medies had been tried in vain. The cautery, either 
actual or potential, is followed by a fuppuration ; by 
which means the efchar produced by the application is 
feparated from the healthy parts, and a copious ichor 
Hows from the fore, and eafes the pain. Gefner, at 
che time that he laboured under a terrible ifchias, fays 
as follows *: ** that even at the beginning of the dif- 
*& order, an ulcer broke out fpontaneoully on his but- 
* tock, of the fame fide that the pain was, which he 
* did not doubt was of fervice to him, and ferved in- 
* ftead of fome cautery.” It appears from this, that 
Gefner was of the fame opinion, viz. that an ulcer 
»roduced by a cautery is of fervice, when the efchar is 
eparated, and a free paffage is made for the noxious 
matter that lies deep to flow out. 

lo eafe the pain of the ifchias, a phyfician Y ad- 
"fed his patient to take a loaf, hot as it came out of 
‘he oven, and cut it in two; and then apply the two 
ialves to the part affected, firít wrapping them in a

purnt the fkin very much: a fuppuration came on, 
ind a great quantity of pus flowed out for a long time; 
ind being afterwards healed, the pain of the ifchias 
was entirely gone. Tiífot 2 mentions a cafe fomewhat 
imilar: a woman was chafing the arm of her hufband, 
who had the rheumatifm there, with fpirit of wine, 
when a very lucky accident prevented the mifchief fhe

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might have occafioned by it. ‘The fpirit of wine took 
fire, from the fame of the candle fhe made ufe of, 
and burnt the difeafed part. It was drefled of courfe, 
and the fuppuration that attended it entirely cured the 
rheumatifm. 

We find that the old phyficians frequently ufed cau- 
teries in curing this diforder, if it was obftinate, and 
did not yield to other remedies. Hippocrates, in 
treating of the 1fchias, fays, ** that if the pain falls on 
€. any part, and fettles there, ** wherever it be, let 


« that part be burnt, but burnt by means of raw 
a » 


* hemp*." This was a gentler method of burning; 


not unlike that which has been fince tried by the In- 


dian moxa. In another place, where he {peaks of' 
burning, he fays, ** The flefhy parts muft be burnt. 


€ with iron, but the nervous and bony by fungous 


€ fubftances 5." Nor was it only in one place that he. 
tried thefe cauteries; for after keeping his patient on 
a milk diet, he fometimes applied thirteen of them. . 
If the pain was on the right fide of the body, he burnt. 


four fores under the right fcapula, three on the right: 
hip, two on the buttock, two in the middle of the: 
thigh, one in the knee, and another on the ankle *., 
€ By being burnt in this manner, the difeafe could; 
€ neither move up or down." In another part, after’ 

refcribing various remedies for the ifchias, he fays,, 
«€ Thefe may give fome relief; if not, let many deep: 
«€ fores be burnt, in bony parts by fungous fubítances;, 
* and in,flefhy by iron 4." 

From all thefe circumftances, it appears, that the: 
actual cautery was only ufed when all other things) 
had been tried to no effect. The opinion they hadl 
formed of it was, that the morbid matter, that hadl 
produced the pain in the joints, would be carried offi 
by the fuppuration of the ulcer. 

Celfus, in treating of the pain of the hip, advifes;, 
às the laft remedy, ** to exulcerate the fkin with hott 
« irons, in three or four places above the hip." Fort

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‘when this part is very flefhy, gentle cauftics, fuch as 
ithe moxa of the Afiatics, lighted, which is fometimes 
iufed now-a-days, are not fufficient: But when any ul- 
(cer is to be made by an bot iron, to draw out the peccant 
pmatter, it muft be kept open, and not healed up as foon 
(as it may be; but the fuppuration muft be continued till 
ithe evil ceafes *. 

Hippocrates feemed to expect the like effect from 
(cauteries, as I have already obferved. For he fays,

‘This method, as Ga- 
len fays, ** may carry off the mucous filth, and take 
'€* away the relaxation of the part, fo as to ftrengthen 
'* the joint, and keep it firm in its place." The gen- 
tle cauteries which the ancients prepared of flax, fun- 
(gous excrefcences, óc. are now made of the down of 
ithe leaves of mugwort, which was then called moxa ; 
ithefe, being more mild,.do not burn the fkin to an ef- 
char; and the pain caufed by it may eafily be fuffered, 
as even boys in Afia can bear a cautery prepared of 
tthe moxa, without crying. I applied a pretty large 
(cone of it to my own thigh, which I lighted at the top, 
«and found that I could eafily bear the pain that it 
icauíed. I was not difordered, but was willing to try

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the experiment on myfelf, before I made it on my p-- 
tients. The whole expectation of the cure feems to 
hang upon this, that the action of the fire will difh- 
pate the morbid matter that caufes the pains in the 
joints. Itried it in an ifchiadic pain, but without | 
fuccefs. The caufe of the difeafe feemed to lie deep- 
er, and out of the reach of this gentle cautery. 

We may here refer the reader to what has been al-_ 
ready faid of this moxa, and its ufe, in $. 1278. 

The cautery of an hot iron is much more terrible: 
what all dread, few will undergo, and fewer bear, 
with that fortitude, of which ‘Tulpius ? once faw an 
inftance in a magnanimous young man, who, when 
he was tortured with a violent pain in the hip, and 
could not get any relief from various prefcriptions, re- 
folved, at laft, to have recourfe to this fevere reme- . 
dy. He ordered the furgeon, not only to burn the © 
fkin of his hip, but to drive the hot iron through the | 
flefh to the bone. ‘This cruel application fhocked the 
phyficians much more than the patient, who bore the 
torture of having the burning iron, not haítily, but 
fteadily and flowly prefled on, with a wonderful con- 
ftancy and firmnefs. ‘This violent remedy entirely 
cured him of his difeafe, by means of the continual 
flux of the deep fore, which he kept open till all the 
matter was evacuated, fo that there might be no dan- 
ger of a return. | | | 

'Yhofe phyficians undoubtedly deferve great com- 
mendation, who try to find out a new cure for this 
-diforder, when the evil refifts all remedies that are as 
yet known, fo as to make the cruel ufe of the cautery 
the laf refort. Dr Stork i tried the virtues of hem- 
lock upon a man of 42 years of age; who, for many 
vears, had fuffered a wandering arthritic pain, which 
increafed confiderably by the warmth of the bed. He 
had tried various external, as well as internal reme- 
dies, without finding any eafe. Neither were ful- 
phureous, or any other bathings, though continued 
for a long time, of any fervice to him. At laft this

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wandering matter fettled in his right fhoulder, and 
right hip. The fenfibility of that fide leflened, and a 
marafmus was coming on. Various things were tried, 
both externally and internally, without any fuccefs : 
‘nor was electricity, applied conftantly forthree months, 
of any fervice to him. ‘Vo this patient be gave ten 
grains of the extract, made into five pills, morning 
and evening, “with a decoction of the radix Bardanz. 
Eight days after, the patient returned and complain- 
ed, that the pains in his fhouider and hip increafed, 
and that he had a difagreeable tingling over his dhede 
arm and foot. He then took eight pills of the cicuta, 
and went on in the ule of the decottien. 

About the 14" day, his pains began to abate; a fe- 
tid fweat broke out over the whole affected part, as 
wellas his arm aud foot. White pellucid puftules, 
full of an acrid ferum, likewife came out. His fen- 
fation now, in the affected fide, was much better than 
before; his appetite good, his ftools natural, his 
ftrength increafed, and his urine copious, but hot. 
He now took 20 pills of the extract of the cicuta every 
day, and perfevered in the ufe of the decoétion. On 
the 2o' day, his arm was more plump, and he could 
move it a little; the puftules were thicker, and itched. 
On the 36 day, there was a difagreeable heat and 
itching over the whole body The puítules broke, 
€rufted all over, and an actual {cab appeared. His 
arm and foot were not fo dificult to move, but {trong 
and fenfible. He was then wafhed twice a day with 
an infufion of the cicuta in milk, by which the fcabs 
.came off ; but the puítules here and there appeared 
more thick, and the itching increafed. On the sot 
day, he gould more eafily move his arm on every fide ; 
his foot was not quite fo free, yet was moveable, mu 
‘ible, and had all the figns of fenfation. A drachm 
(of the cicuta was now iededd every day, and whey 
| fubtlituted in the room of the deco&ion: in eight sh 
‘the itching ceafed entirely, the crufts and puftules dit- 
‘appeared, and the patient began to recover. The 69^ 
day he was able to ftir about, to move his atm every 
G 3 way, 
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way, and to walk about an hour and a half, without 
being much fatigued. The dofe of the cicuta was 
now “leffened by degrees, and a large quantity of whey 
ordered to be drank every day; his body was no longer 
wafhed with the infufion. On the 80° day he came 
to return Dr Storck thanks, being perfectly cured. 

‘This fame Dr Storck, while he was the queen’s 
phyfician, had a mind to try what effect the aconitum 
wolf's-bane would have on himfelf. his plant was 
reckoned exceeding poifonous: but an old Swedifh | 
woman, in the celebrated Linnzus’s prefence, who 
advifed her to the contrary, made ufe of it as a pot- 
herb for her own, hufband’s, and childrens’ dinner; 
and laughing at his admonition, eat it without finding | 
any ill effect. | 

This plant was often taken into gentleman? sgar- 
dens as an ornamental one, but no one thought of u- 
fing itin phyfic. DrStorck prepared a powder of the 
leaves and ftalk, and put a little of it on his tongue. 
It caufed an ardor for a long time; and momentary, 
wandering, fhooting pains pervaded his tongue; but 
although he kept the powder on it for two minutes, it 
did not bring on any inflammation or rednefs: but as 
long as the fenfation of heat remained, the faliva was 
excited plentifully. However, he found no ill effect. 
He fprinkled fome of the fame powder on a fungous 
cancerous ulcer, but it caufed no pain nor heat. He 
\ repeated it for five days, but the fungofity was not 
confumed. 

He then prepared an extract of this plant: he put 
a little of it on his tongue, but it only excited a titil- 
Jation. He put a grain of it between the lower lid 
and the apple of his eye, but it had no other effect 
than any other heterogeneous body would have had : 
he left it there for two minutes; it made his eye in- 
deed water much, but he felt no particularheat. He 
then tried what effect this extract would have, when 
taken inwardly: he beat two grains of it in a marble 
mortar, with two drachms of white fugar, till it was 
reduced to a very fine powder, and took fix grains of 


itin the morning on an empty ftomach: he felt no 
effect 
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effect from this. ‘The next day he took eight, and the 
lay after, ten grains of this powder, without being at 
I] affected. 

Deing now more bold, he took, on the fourth day, 
twenty grains; but it did not create any difturbance 
in the body. However, bis extremities and whole 
oody perípired more than uíual, and were moift the 
hole day. 

He tried this for three days following, and it had 
the fame effect. 

The eighth day he did not take the powder, and he 
found that this moifture and unufual perfpiration cea- 
fed upon it. 

He took it again; the moifture came on as before; 
and when he did not take it, it went off. 

From thefe experiments he concluded, that wolf’s- 
pane, both in powder, and in an extract, promoted 
er{piration and fweat ; and might fafely be given, 
:n a fmall quantity, for diforders that required the pec- 
cant matter to be thrown off by perípiration. He gave 
this powder to a man upwards of thirty years of age. 
'his perfon, in October, was feized with a tertian fe- 
ver, of which he was cured, and thought himfelf well; 
ut in November, he was attacked with a moft violent 
ain in his right fide; he could fcarcely move his hand, 
1s appetite was loft, and his nights were without 
cep. He tried for four months all forts of remedies, 
gentle as well as ftrong, both internally and external- 
ly, but without any relief; and his pains were fome- 
times fo fevere, that he cried out like one who is tor- 
tured. He took ten grains of the powder, morning 
nd evening ; drinking after it weak broth, or any kind 
Kf infufion. ‘The firft night he fweated plentifully, 
which he had not done before. Next day he took the 
fame powder, and his pains abated greatly. He {weat- 
red again at night; the fweats were fetid, but did not 
weaken him at all. ‘The third day, three dofes of the 
powder were given, which fweated him at night. He 
i the fame quantity every day until the twelfth ; 

e fweated a great deal every night, and in the day, 

wwhilft he kept his bed: On the 6th day he was free 


from 
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from all pain, and able to get out of bed and walk a-- 
bout; his appetite returned, his ftools were natural, 
and his fleep placid. 

On the 13th day, finding himfelf very well, he did 
not take the powders; he found his limbs weak, and 
fome figns of the pain returning. Storck then order- 
ed him to take every day 30 grains of the powder for 
three weeks fucceffiveiy. The patient obeyed, and was 
perfectly cured. The laft two weeks, there were no 
{weats!. 

I have already obferved, (§. 1422.) in treating of the 
diagnoftic fymptoms of the {tone in the kidney, that | 
thofe who labour under a wandering arthritis have in | 
their urine floating filaments; which, although they | 
are not fo tranfparent as the watér, yet, when taken 
out, are as pellucid as cryftals, and may be drawn out 
to a great length ; and, when dry, become white calx, 4) 
This was fuppofed to be the matter of the difeafe. | 
Now Storck obferved in the patient I have mentioned, 
* that he made water more plentifully, and that his | 
** urine had flocci or filaments floating in it m. 

Many other cures were happily effected by means 
of this medicine; from all which, the doctor afhrms, 
€ That the extract of wolf's-bane is an innocent, but 
* efficacious remedy. ‘That a {mall dofe of it will 
« fometimes perform, what other very {trong medi- 
«€ cines given in a large dofe, and long continued, can- 
* not effect. It refolves acrid matter adhering to the 
* joints, tendons, and bones, which irritates the nerves, 
and excites the moft tormenting pains; it puts it 
‘© again into motion, and expels it either by urine, 
** ftool, fweat, or infenfible perfpiration.” | 

He indeed gave fome of his patients, whofe cafes 
he defcribes, only half a grain of this extract, every 
day. One patient began with fuch a dofe; but the 
third week he took every day three-fourths of a grain; 
and in the beginning of the fecond month, increafed 
his dofe fo much, that he took four times a-day fifteen 
grains of the powder; fo that he took every day a | 
whole grain of the extract. He found no occafion to

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ncreafe the dofe, as he was quite cured by this mc- 
ihod ?. | 

The effet this remedy had, was, that it increafed 
he perfpiration and fweat: one woman, by taking it, 
‘weated profufely, and fometimes had lax ttoolso. A 
woman, forty years old, who had been tormented a 
whole year with thofe pains, and had nodes and tophs 
n the articulations of her hands and fingers, like true 
:xoftofes, and larger in fize than walnuts, was in three 
nouths perfectly cured, and difcharged the hofpital. 
There was no fenfible evacuation of the morbid mat- 
ter, either by ftool, urine, or perípiration P. 

I believe no patient now will think of undergoing 
he torture of being cauterized with an hot iron, be- 
ore he has tried the efficacy of thefe things Dr Storck 
v'ecommends. I have been witnefs often of the great 
ind fine effe& of thefe medicines, as have many others 
yefides myfelf; fo that I never fince have advifed the 
i&tual cautery for the cure of the rheumatifm. 

By fuch medicines as greatly dilute, @c.] This me- 
lhod is chiefly to be followed in the beginning of the 
liforder, when there is ** a continual fever, and a moft 
* excraciating pain, that is increafed upon the leaft 
* motion." So that an incipient rheumatifm is u- 
ually treated as an inflammatory diforder, I have of- 
en mentioned the remedies for the cure of an inflam- 
nation and inflammatory difeafes. ‘Thefe ufed gene- 
rally to be given in as'large a quantity as the ftomach 
could well bear. Sydenham highly commends the 
imple ufe of fuch remedies; and fays, ** that were it 
* not for the prejudice of the vulgar, I am certain 
* that this fimple method might be fuited to other 
* difeafes, which I fhall not now enumerate. And 
* in reality, it would be much more ferviceable to the 
© fick than the pompous garlands of remedies with 
(€ which fuch as are ready to expire are crowned, as 
«€ if they were to be facrificed like beafts 4.” 

Dr Brocklefby began the cure of a rheumatifm with 
plentiful bleeding, if the patient was of an athletic 
habit.

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habit. He then directed a large quantity of thin wa- 
ter-gruel to be drank; to every quart of which, two 
drachms of pure nitre was added, fometimes fweeten- 
ed with fugar. If the difeafe did not abate, he repeat- 
ed the bleeding, as he found it neceflary, and conti- 
nued the ufe of nitre for the firft three or four days 
with great fuccefs. ‘The patients were greatly relieved, 
and very often cured by this method, wben profufe 
fweats broke out. At the fame time, the belly was 
kept open by a large quantity of nitre: yet fome pa- 
tients, who fweated plentifully, had their belly fo 
bound, that no quantity of nitre would open the body 
fufhciently; but emollient clyfters, daily injected, 
and made with twelve ounces of thin gruel, two of - 
common oil, an ounce and a half of lenitive elec- | 
tuary, with half an ounce of nitre, procured the ne- 
ceffary difcharges. The men treated in this imple re- 
gimen were commonly reftored to health, and radi- 
cally cured of the moft painful inflammatory rheuma- | 
tifm in feven or eight days. But this plain method | 
was confined ftrictly to thofe, who now for the firft 
time, and in their prime of life, fuffered thefe fevere _ 
and troublefome complaints. I 

In acute inflammatory diforders, I have made great | 
ufe of nitre ; and have often given balf an ounce, nay 
fix drachms of it, within the fpace of four-and.twenty. 
hours, but always took care to make the patient drink 
plentifully of diluting liquors. * I was not apprehen- 
five of any ill effect from the frigorific quality of the 
-nitre; for I knew very well, that the cold generated 
“by the folution of nitre is only momentary, as Dr Broc- 
kiefby has remarked and proved by experiments. 

He prudently adds, that this method muft not be 
attempted, except in the beginning of an inflammatory 
theumatifm; for when the difeafe remits, and in 
thofe who are troubled with wandering rheumatic 
pains, without any fever, or with only a {mall degree 
of one, as alfo in thofe who are afflicted with a chro- 
nic rheumatifm, or fciatica, another metbod of cure 
is to be followed.

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The kindly warmth of the bed may be of fervice in

of the fkin, as fudore digerit ; 3. For difcuffion of any collection of hu- 


mour, fo as to prevent its coming to fuppuration.

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pain more than the patient could bear. Celfus pru- 
dently advifes it to be done at the time of the remif- 
hon ". He confutes thofe who maintain that every 
remedy is neceffary for diftempers, while they are in- 
creafing, not when they are going off fpontaneoufly ; 
las it would follow, that frictions ought to be ufed in 
the very beginning of the rheumatifm. He fays, That 
though a diftemper would come to a period of itfelf, it may, 
sot with/fanding, be fooner terminated by the application 
pf remedies. For a diflemper may be lefs violent than it 
bas been, and yet not entirely removed, but there may be 
fame remains of it, which the ufe of remedies may diffi- 
pate*. In treating of the pain of the hips, headvifes, 
to make ufe of friction, chiefly in the fun, and feveral 
times a-day, that the noxious collection of humours may 
be difcuffed. The hips themfelves may be rubbed, if there 
ts no exulceration ; if there is, the other parts of the bo- 
dy. As to what remains to be faid of the cure of the 
rheumatic lumbago, the fciatica,. or hip-gout, I fhail 
refer the reader to the next paragraph. 
Together with the ufe of antifcorbutics.] As the 
heumatifm is faid to be allied to the arthritis, the 
rout, and the fcurvy, it is not to be wondered that 
antifcorbutics are prefcribed in the cure of it. Boer- 
aave drank, in great quantities, the expreffed juices 
pf fuccory, endive, fumitory, water-creffes, and the 
broad-leaved water-fpeed-well, {wallowing at the fame 
time a great deal of the ferulaceous Afiatic gums; by 
which he at length recovered his health. ‘To thefe he 
fometimes added the bitter juice of water-trefoil, 
which he recommended in his Lectures as a moft ef- 
icacious remedy. 

Dr Storck found, amongít the many rheumatics that 
he attended in his hofpital?, 7, fome who had a {welling 
Vor.

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in the joints, without a high fever or great pain. In | 
thefe cafes, he found antifcorbutic remedies of great | 


fervice. He gave the juice of fcurvy-grafs and water- 
crefles with very good fuccefs. But he ufed thefe 
after the difeafe had been mitigated by bleeding and, 
other remedies, or had remitted of 1ts own accord. 
But as the diforder is fometimes very obftinate, and 
. refifts all the remedies that have been hitherto appro- 
ved of, as I have already obferved, it is not at all 
ftrange, that phyficians fhould attempt to find out fome 
new and efficacious remedy for the cure of it. 
Huxham 7, in defcribing the catarrhal fever, which 
raged epidemically in November 1737, remarks, that 
when it ceafed, which was the following month, many 
fell into an obftinate arthritis and rheumatifm, the 
cure of which he admirably defcribes. As he obfer- 
ved that a gentle warm fweat, diffufing itfelf over the 
body, brought great relief to his patients, he tried to 
promote it by the help of fome judicious remedies. 
However, he noted, that notwithítanding the fever 
was entirely conquered, the rheumatic pains often- 
times continued very obítinate. ‘To drive thefe away, 
he found nothing better than glafs of antimony in- 
fufed in fome good wine, with fome ftomachic fpice: 


s¢ For it poffefles the whole ftrength and virtue of an- | 


* timony. In alarge dofe, it excites vomiting; in a 
** {mall dofe, as 20 or 30 drops, it brings on kindly 
*€ fweats; and, in alarger dofe, purges gently." 

As this admirable efficacy of the glafs of antimony 
is thus communicated to the wine, without diminifh- 
ing fcarce any thing of the weight of the glafs, all its 
effects muft be owing to the minute effluvia of the fti-- 
bium, which pervade the fmalleft veflels of the body 
without injuring them. — 

Although Huxham tried various proceffes of chemi- 
ftry and alchemy, and endeavoured to find out, by va- 
rious preparations, the different virtues of antimony, 
to bring fome ufeful remedy to light; he however af- 
firms folemnly, ** that he never found any thing fo 
* good, fo fafe, fo efhcacious, as that one fimple

‘Twenty years ago, I received a letter from the fa- 
uous Sauvage, informing me, that he had found great 
enefit in the rheumatifm by electrifying the affected 
att.  Honius electrified a woman who was troubled 
ith violent gouty pains for two years together*. At 
rft he gave her only a few fhocks, which ihe bore 
very well; afterwards he electrified her more ftrongly 
oy degrees. Three weeks after, ihe was able to move, 
and free from pain; fo that for five days the believed 
nerfelf entirely cured. But the malady returned in 
[ome meafure, and fhe perceived a fweiling on each 
wwrift; which, when the pain remitted, went off; and 
hen the pain came on, returned with it; fo that it 
feemed the diforder by this means was not driven a- 
way from the body, but only diflodged from a particu- 
iar part. This is confirmed by the experiments which 
were tried in the hofpital at Upfal>. For it was of- 
cen obferved, that the pains of the joints went off when 
the electrical fparkles were applied; but the matter of 
the difeafe feemed to be driven inwards, and rather 
dangerous fymptoms followed. Pains of the head,. 
vertigos, uneafinefs of the ftomach, and violent pains 
of the belly, were oftentimes found to be the confe- 
juence of thefe experiments; but they were again re- 
noved, as foon as the morbid matter returned to the 
coints. Some made water plentifully after thefe trials, 
ind fweated profufely ; which led them to hope that 
the obítinacy of the diforder would be overcome by 
thefe means: however, the former evil returned, and 
indeed in a more violent degree. : 
| When electricity was tried in the pain of the hip, 
fome patients felt great relief, but the pain foon re- 
curned again. Some felt no relief at all. In others, it 
Ceemed to. promife a very happy event; but however, 
ix few day after, the diforder feized their bowels, and 
rave them exquifite torture ^.

deed true, that the fame method is taken in curing it, 
às that which we have already mentioned in the prece- 
ding paragraph. However, phyficians univerfaily a- 


gree, that when the rheumatifm fettles here, itis more | 


dificult and longer in curing than in any other exter- 
nal part of the body. We fhall alfo fee by and by, 


that fome variety fometimes occurs in the cure. 


The mufcular fabric of the loins, the nerves that a- _ 


rife from the fpinal marrow, the vertebrz of the back, 
the tendinous expanfions, the deep joint of the hip, 


covered with ftrong mufcles, the large ifchiadic nerves, | 
fhew the great uneafinefs that muft enfue from a rheu- | 
matifm fixed in thefe parts, and the great difficulty of | 


effecting a cure. 


Hippocrates fays, When the diforder is in a number of |

And with refpeQ to the ifchias, or fciatica, 
he has obferved what we at this very day fee often to 
happen: When the fciatica (fays he) attacks, there is a 
pain in the articulation of the bip, the nates, and loins, 
which at laft wanders over the whole leg».

edious, and at leaft of a year’s continuance €. Cotunnius 
tlierefore is certainly in the right, in making a differ- 
nce between the nervous fciatica, and other diforders 
f the hip, although they bear a great aíhnity to each 
other. He makes ** two diftinct principal fpecies of 
** the fciatica: one, where the pain is fixed in the 
* hip, and does not go any further ; the other, where 
** the paimis, asit were, propagated in a-line, fhoot- 
** ing down to the foot of the fame fide with the hip 
€ that is affected." To this latter, the excellent av-- 
thor gives the name of the nervous f/ciatica ; and his 
treatife on it I would recommend to every one to read. 
he ancient phyficians feem to have had fome notion 
f this nervous fciatica. **1f the pain (fays Aretzus) 
** remains in the inward nerves, and the joint fhould 
‘© neither have its natural heat, nor fwell, I would 
*€ call it a cold diforder,.as hot remedies are required’ 
*&* to reftore the heat 4." We often meet with this. 
jain without an inflammation or fever, fo that it is no 
wonder the ancients termed. it. a cold difeafe: or tho’ 
there may be an inflammation or fever in the begin-- 
ing, yet, when they are conquered, the pain ftill re- 
ains obítinate. Trallian * remarks, that euphorbi-. 
am has often mitigated violent pains that arofe from. 
his cold humour ;; and. that fuch. things as fting,. 
arm,, and'vellicate the fkin, are of fervice. He af 
irms, that he has known great relief procured by the 
»pplication of muftard-feed or cantharides;. ** for when: 
€ the puftules excited by theíe broke, a great quan- 
€ tity of humour followed, and relieved the patient 
© greatly £^ However, tho’ he faw thefe initances,.

* matter entirely & ” He has likewife given us a nume. | 
ber of cafes, which prove what he has advanced. In | 
one place, he fays, that on the application of the firft | 
blifter, there was a difcharge of a very yellow, thin; l 
acrid ferum, which fomewhat relieved the patient. | 
‘The fecond blifter excited a very large bladder, which | 
was full of a ferum as tenacious as ifinglafs, and con-. | 
duced to leffen the pain greatly. ‘The third blifter | 
voided near three ounces of a mucous vifcid lymph 5. | 
and eight days after, the pain was entirely gone. — 

The thin ferum that he fays rofe by the firft blifter, | 
did, on:the bladder’s breaking, run down the patient's | 
fes and‘ excoriated every part that it touched. : 

'Thereis, therefore, in tlris diforder, an acrid fharp: 
humour; and the blifter, by drawing it out, relieves | 
the patient : but as there is alfo a mucid tenacious bu- | 
mour, this muft alfo be drawn. out, or we cannot efe 
fet a cure.

not give the leaft relief. Every thing grew worfe and 
worfe; and, on the feventh day, he died convulfed. 
On diffecting the body, the two laft vertebrz of the 
loins were found entirely rotten, and diffolved into a 
black fetid ichor. He fometimes obferved that the 
head of the os femoris was broken into {mall frag- 
ments !. | 
Hence we fee the reafon, why phyficians have en- 
deavoured to carry off the matter of the difeafe by 
jpurging; for corrupted bile, and all acrid and morbid 
lhumours, are difcharged by the bowels. A dyfentery, 
‘improperly fuppreffed, has fometimes occafioned the 
ifciatica. The old man, above mentioned, that was 
‘troubled for fo many years with the ifchias, had fuch 
:3 facility in motion, that he could walk. very wel 
"without a ftick. Cotunnius m imagines this was ow- 
ing to his having, notwithftanding he was of fuch an 
advanced age, a difcharge of blood every third month 
by the piles. | 
Great changes in the parts adjoining to the coxen- 
dix, have fometimes been of fervice. A: certain wo- 
man, before fhe was. with child, had always a pain in 
the coxendix; but when fhe was pregnant, it went off. 
About twenty days after fhe was. delivered, the pain 
came on again ^. The uterus, during the time of 
pregnancy, undergoes a very.confiderable change; but. 
twenty days after a woman is brought to.bed, it is en- 
tirely, at leaft very. nearly, reftored to its natural ftate; 
Pbyficians have alfo. expected fome relief from a 
change in the inteftines, efpecially in.the rectum. 
Hippocrates», treating of the fciatica, advifes a clyfter 
of falt, oil, and barley-water; to be injected, in order 
to wafh the bowels, and carry off the blood and pitui- 
‘tous matter from the hips; but in the fame place,. af- 
ter giving a Cnidian berry, he ordered an. acrid clyfter, 
prepared of cummin feed and coloquintida, incorpo- 
rated with faltand honey. Galen ? recommends five 
drops.

the difeafe was fo inveterate as to require burning... 
Cotunnius * ingenuoufly confeffes, that he had feen . 
acrid clyfters tried, and cures performed by them. 


Quacks, and many country people, ufe a decoction o£ | 
elder, to which they add a.great quantity of the {purge 
juice, and give it in a clyfter, which they inject until 
blood follows. Others inject fo many clyfters, one. 
after another, of a ftrong decoction of bryony-roots,.

Cotunnius was an eye-witneís of thefe experiments,

and could not help pitying the poor patients who had |. | 


undergone this fiery trial, without receiving any. bene-- 
fit by it. ! 
. .Cotunnius ! tells us, that he tried all thefe methods, 
and even the actual.cautery, without any fuccefs, in a. 
patient thirty-three years old.. He was twice burnt: 


with a hot iron behind the great trochanter: of the, | 


thigh, twice fahvated, had decodtions of briony injec-. 
ted in clyfters till the blood followed. <A feton was. 
made in the pained part of the hip, and‘a:great quan- 
tity of mercurius dulcis, with antimony, given for 
three months, fo that he fpita great deal: notwith-. 

tanding, the difeafe remained as violent as ever.. 
Cotunnius, confidering all thefe things with great 
attention, believed that the caufe of the {ciatica might. 
be in the nerves themfelves, efpecially in their trunks: 
or larger branches. He did not imagine, that there

nut he confidered, that the nervous fubftance, diítri- 
»xuted from the head to the whole body, was of a very 
‘ender fabric, and was every where invefted with very 
trong and firm vagine; and that thefe had a great 
1umber of blood-veflels difperfed through them, which 
were pretty large in fome of the greater nervous trunks. 
Je likewife imagined, that thefe veffels fecreted a thin 
iymph, which perpetually nourifhed and moiftened the 
nervous fubftance, properly fo called, and hindered - 
them from drying up; that this lymph was taken 
up again by reforbent veins, after it had done the fer- 
vice for which it was defigned ; and that unlefs this 

as the cafe, as it was perpetually excreted from the 
arteries opening into the hollow vagina, its quantity 
would be fo great, as to produce a dropfy of the va- 
ina. In this lymph there may be fome thick acrid ca- 
able of exciting great pain in the nervous fubftance 
that is contained in, and defended by, the membra- 

ous vagina. | 

It is not unworthy of remark, that the hollow of 
the fpine of the back, containing the fpinal marrow, 
is larger than the marrow, and not quite filled by it ; 
o that all about this marrow, in the line of the hollow 
of the back, a fpace remains. The dura mater pafles 
thro’ a large foramen of the occiput ; and, like a hol. ' 
low vagina, inclofes the fpinal marrow down as far as 
the os facrum. 

This vagina of the dura mater is not fo large as to 
touch the hollow of the back-bone on every fide, nor 
fo fmall as to come clofe to the marrow; but it is a 
little diftant from the hollow of the fpine, chiefly 
backwards towards the feat of the fpinal apophyfes, 
nd is feparated from the inclofed fpinal marrow by a 
rconfiderable fpace. "Phefe two fpaces, when a man 
iis in health, are not void, but each is filled with fome 
rmatter or other of its own. For as much fpace as 
there is between the dura mater and the fides of the 
(fpine, fo much, in this kind of cellular bag, Cotunnius 
| RARE was filled with a foft, fluid, rich fat: in

He tried thefe experiments upon the bodies of more 
:an twenty full-grown men, and drew off fometimes 
iur, fometimes five ounces of this limpid water, ap- 
coaching to the colour of yellow. In foctufes fuffo- 
ited from difficult labour, he found it always opake, 
id of a dark red. 
‘This water, when put over a fire, does not con- 
rete; but, when it boils, froths, fends forth a fimell 
xe hot flefh-broth, and vanifhes by vapour, without 
te leaít figns of a coagulum.

for the nervous fciatica being fo frequent. 

Hence it appears, that the nervous hip-gout may. 
arife from too great a quantity of water diftending 
the vagina, and preffing upon the inclofed nerve, fo 
that the leg will be rather benumbed than painful. If 
this lymph has any acrimony in it, the diforder will be 
very painful and lafting. But let it arife from either. 


of thefe caufes, the ifchiadic pain will be more fevere | 


in the fpring than at any other time. 


Cotunnius divides the nervous ifchias, or fciatica, | 
into the pofterior and anterior. In the former, the | 
pain is fixed in the hip, efpecially behind the great, 
trochanter, extending above to the os facrum, and be- | 
low, along the exterior fide of the thigh, as far asthe | 
ham. This pain feldom ends in the ham, but al-. 


moft always defcends by the exterior part of the fi-. 


bula to the fore-part of the leg, and terminates at lat 
in the foot. The latter is a fixed pain in the groin, | 


which is propagated along the interior part of the. 
thigh and leg. | | 
He fays, that the pofterior nervous fciatica is much. 
more frequent than the anterior, and lefs troublefome. 
It fixes on the crural nerve, whofe courfe we may ea- 
fily trace from the fenfe of pain. But as this nerve 
^ downwards is furrounded with mufcles, the humour, | 
which would increafe there by its retarded motion, is 
thrown off; fo that it is more eafily cured, and always. 
ceafes on an evacuation of blood either by the piles 
or opening a vein in the foot, as alfo by giving come.

ifchiadic nerve was found clothed with its vagina; and. 


from the hip to the tibia more coloured than is ufual, — 
as all the vaginz, were of a-yellow.colour: and more — 
thick: although the nerve itfelf was of a water colour, 


yet it was not free from a caft of yellow: the nerve: 


was more white from the head of the fibula to the — 


bottom of the foot, and full of water; fo that the va- 


gine, being full, were pretty much feparated from the . 


nerve. 

As it might bappen.that the colour. of the right 
ifchiadic nerve was a natural.one, he-ought to have 
obferved the left, which was free from the diforder. 
But asthe weather was very hot, the fetor of the open-.

He placed great confidence in blifters forthe cure of 
the pofterior fciatica, and applied them to that part 
where the moft remarkable nerves run under the fkin;

«compendious fyitem, agreeable to the rules and

In fhort, 1 am fenfible that it is a perform- 
iance which will by no means entitle me to the 
(character of a good author. Yet I could not a- 
‘void the publication of thofe Aphorifms, unlefs 
II would have flighted the office and honour con- 
iferred on me by public authority; in performing 
ithe duties of which, every endeavour, to the ut- 
imoft extent of my abilities, fhall be exerted. | 

Now, when I compofe- that work, I endea- 
'voured cautioufly to avoid every thing that might 
afford matter of danger or error to beginners ; 
| am as the purpofe of the book was chiefly to de- 
liver rather the method than materials for treating 
(difeafes, I took care to infert no prefcriptions for 
imedicines throughout the whole. 

Nor did I omit thefe without reafon. For I

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thought the omiffion neceffary chiefly on this ac- 
count, viz. that empirical practitioners might be . 
prevented from doing any injury to patients that - 
might happen to fall under their care ; as fuch, | 
on bearing the name of a difeafe, and a remedy, 
prefently imagine themfelves matters of the difor- .

directions for managing that part of phyfic; de- | 
figned only for the ufe of fuch as have ftudied, | 
with attention, the le&ures I delivered in the 
{chools, to whom alone they could be of fervice. - 
And I can appeal to you yourfelves, as witnel- . 
fes, with what caution I have proceeded in this | 
point; how frequently I have confidered every | 
particular, till I became even tirefome and tedi- | 
ous to you, before I would venture to lay down — 
the name, or fpeak in praife, of any particular | 
medicine: being very fenfible, that no medicine | 
can be found that is of fervice at all times; but, | 
on the contrary, I have found that what has cu- 
red a difeafe under particular circumftances, has, © 
in different conftitutions and ftages of the very — 
fame difeafe, proved c£ pernicious confequence. — 
I thought it, therefore, improper to publifh | 
thefe Formule alone, without the neceflary cau- . 
tions and admonitions I endeavour to inculcate | 
with them, according to the utmo% of my abili- 
ties, when Lam fpeaking upon thefe matters to | 
my attentive auditors. But, to my grief, this cir- | 
cum{peétion has been fruftrated : for a perfon of 
learn- | 


| 
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llearning at London got them publithed without 
imy confent, or even knowledge; who, at the 
ifame time, feems to think and write in too high 
‘a manner of me, and of that poor performance : 
‘nor was this publication executed without a good 
many errors, and fome of very bad confequence. 
This obliged me, therefore, to revife the whole, 
‘correct the errors, and make feveral additions ; 
ithat it might be the better fitted for appearing in 
‘print, to fave thofe the trouble of tranfcribing for 
‘whofe ufe it was defigned. Inthe mean time, as 
a faithful friend, I moft earneftly admonifh you, ‘To 
be thoroughly verfed in the hiftory of difeafes; to 
“be well acquainted with all the pernicious, as well 
as falutary, effects of the Materia Medica; other- 
wife you will reap more damage than good from 
what is contained in this little book: which, that 
it might be more perfe& and ufeful to you, has 
an Index joined to it, by the learned Dr Samuel 
Du Ry, a zealous well-wifher to the fcience.

HE milk of a full-grown healthy woman, well ex- 
ercifed, and regular in her dict, contains prin- ~ 

‘ciples proper to ftrengthen a weak fibre. It is beft 
'when fucked from the breaft, or drank whilft warm, 
but it muft not be heated over a fire. The next beft 
iis affes milk ; then goats milk, and that of cows. 
The white of a new-laid egg, whilft the warmth 
remains in it, mixed with equal parts of milk and wa- 
ter, without putting it over a fire, is a very proper re- 
imedy: fo is broth made of the flefh of found young 
;animals, well cleared from its fat, beat and cut into 
ifmall pieces, and cooked in Papin's digefter. If you 
iare not furnifhed with this machine, any other pot 
"will do; but the more fubtile parts will evaporate: 
lhence appears the caufe of the fiercenefs of animais,. 
‘which feed upon the raw flefh of others, and devour - 
itheir prey alive. DICERE. 

Chicken-broth is preferable to that made from any 
(other animal: next to this, veal; then mutton, and 
beef. Broth made of a mixture of thefe is the richeft. 

Decoctions, jellies, and creams of bread are here 
:alfo of fervice. 


Decoétion of Bread. 
Take of fine well fermented bifcuit, eight ounces;
